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A  narrative  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
College  of  Phyficians  to  review 
their  Pharmacopoeia. 

SINCE  the  committee  appointed  by  the  college 
to  review  their  Pharmacopoeia  exhibited  a  fpe- 
cimen  of  the  progrefs,  they  had  then  made, 
they  have  received  papers  upon  the  fubjedl, 
both  from  members  of  the  college,  and  others.  But 
as  thefe  papers  have  been  few,  and  confift  chiefly  of 
doubts,  and  propofals  for  new  trials  ;  the  committee 
found  it  neceflary  to  continue  fome  time  longer  in 
the  way,  they  had  begun,  that  they  might  inquire 
not  only  into  the  particulars  fuggefted  to  them,  but 
alfo  into  all  others,  which  they  had  referved  for  far¬ 
ther  examination  :  and  having  at  length  proceeded  as 
far,  as  they  apprehend  incumbent  upon  them,  they 
now  without  more  delay  refer,  what  they  have  done, 
to  the  examination  and  decifion  of  the  whole  college. 
When  the  college  fhall  aflemble  to  take  under  confi- 
deration  the  plan  here  propofed,  the  committee  in¬ 
tend  to  lay  before  them,  intire,  the  papers,  they 
have  received  ;  that  whatever  they  may  have  pafled 
over,  may  not  be  rejected,  upon  their  private  judge, 
mcnt :  in  the  mean  time  they  take  leave  to  enlarge  a 
little  on  the  motives,  by  which  their  conduct  has 
been  regulated. 

I T  is  needlefs  to  repeat,  that  the  flrfl:  care  of  the 
committee  was  to  expunge  the  medicines  no  longer 
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made  ufe  of  in  general  practice,  and  to  infert  fuch9 
as  have  come  into  efteem  fmce  the  laft  revifal  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  ;  but  the  principal  part  of  their  labour 
has  been  to  examine  the  articles,  they  have  retained, 
or  given  admiflion  to,  both  in  regard  to  their  phar¬ 
maceutic  compofition,  and  upon  the  genuine  princi¬ 
ples  of  medicine. 

As  our  Pharmacopoeia  is  compiled  of  medicines 
collected  from  authors  of  very  different  ages,  to  form 
the  more  perfect  judgement  of  thefe  compofitions  it 
is  requiftte  to  take  a  view  of  the  ftate  and  progrefs 
of  pharmacy  from  the  beginning ;  fmce  the  ufual  ob- 
je&ion  made  againft  all  attempts  to  amend  things  long 
received  is,  that  we  are  to  prefume,  their  firft  au¬ 
thors  might  have  reafons  for  what  they  did,  which, 
were  they  fearched  after  and  difcovered,  would  be 
found  to  be  'juft,  however  the  thing  for  want  of 
fuch  an  examination  may  be  thought  exceptionable. 
But  in  this  inquiry  one  great  error  muft  obvioufiy  ap¬ 
pear  to  run  through  the  whole  of  the  ancient  fyftem, 
that  is,  redundancy  in  compofition.  This,  when 
phyfic  firft  became  an  art,  could  fearce  be  avoided, 
while  experience  was  fhort,  and  the  powers  of  me¬ 
dicines  could  not  be  exactly  known ;  then  it  was  na¬ 
tural  to  accumulate  ingredients  of  ftmilar  virtues,  while 
it  was  uncertain,  which  deferred  preference.  But 
this  practice  was  attended  with  two  great  difadvan- 
tages  :  for  without  very  lingular  care  difcordant  in¬ 
gredients,  that  would  obftrucft  each  other’s  operation, 
muft  often  be  combined  together ;  and  the  moft  pow¬ 
erful  material  muft  have  its  dole  fo  diminiflied,  as  to 
render  the  whole  a  medicine  lefs  efficacious.  Had  the 
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Peruvian  bark,  when  firft  recommended  to  Europe  ss 
a  febrifuge,  been  conftantly  adminiftred  in  company 
with  a  numerous  tribe  of  ingredients,  that  had  been 
ranked  under  the  fame  title  ;  if  its  operation  had  not 
been  obftrudted  by  any  heterogeneous  mixture,  at 
lead:  this,  the  only  ufeful  part  of  the  compofition, 
muft  have  been  taken  in  fo  fmal!  a  dofe,  that  its  real 
efficacy  could  never  have  difcovered  itfelf.  There¬ 
fore  fucceeding  times  certainly  deferve  cenfure,  when, 
inftead  of  corredling  fuch  fuperfluities  by  the  affiftance 
of  longer  obfervation,  men  rather  ran  into  the  affec¬ 
tation  of  dilating  and  extending  to  yet  greater  lengths 
thefe  forms  already  too  copious.  But  what  carried 
this  oftentation  to  the  higheft  excefs,  was  the  project 
of  framing  antidotes,  which  being  previoufly  admi¬ 
niftred  might  defend  againft  any  poifon  whatever, 
that  ffiould  afterward  be  taken  into  the  body.  To 
this  fcheme  is  owing  the  enormous  length  of  the  cele¬ 
brated  mithridate  and  therlaca ;  for  fuch  medicines 
muft  of  courfe  recommend  themfelves  by  the  number 
and  variety  of  their  ingredients,  as  they  were  to  con¬ 
tain  a  proper  antidote  againft  every  poftible  fpecies  of 
poifon  ;  and  more  efpecially  as  thefe  compofitions 
were  alfo  to  be  farther  wrought  up  into  little  lefs  than 
univerfal  remedies  againft  all  difeafes,  to  which  the 
human  body  is  fubjedt.  The  firft  of  thefe  is  pre¬ 
tended  to  be  compoled  from  experiments  made  with 
all  kinds  of  fimple  antidotes  feparately  by  the  famous 
kin0-,  whole  name  it  bears,  as  Attalus  of  Per  gamut  had 
done  before  him  *.  But  as  no  records  are  left  us  of 
any  of  thefe  particular  experiments,  we  may  reasona¬ 
bly

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bly  confider  this  tale  as  fabulous.  And  for  the  addi¬ 
tions  made  to  it  by  Andromachus ,  we  are  not  informed 
of  any  pretence,  upon  which  they  were  feverally 
added,  except  that  by  the  viper’s  flerti  this  medicine 
Was  to  be  rendered  more  ufeful  againft  the  bite  of  that 
animal  *.  However  the  theriaca  gained  fo  high  a  de¬ 
gree  of  credit,  that  even  the  wife  Marcus  Aurelius  was 
prevailed  on  to  make  a  daily  ufe  of  it  to  the  great 
prejudice  of  his  health,  till  his  head  was  fo  affedted, 
that  he  dozed  in  the  midfi:  of  bufinefs,  and  then 
omitting  the  opium  in  it,  was  not  able  to  deep  at 
all  f* 

While  thefe  unmeafurable  compofitions  were  in 
fuch  high  repute,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  a  due 
efteem  for  fimplicity  could  ever  prevail.  Inftead  of 
this,  the  great  emulation  among  writers,  both  Greeks 
and  Arabians,  confifled  for  many  ages  in  difplaying 
their  dexterity  to  inlarge  more  and  more  thefe  oflen- 
tatious  fuperfluities.  And  when  the  Arabians  firfl 
brought  the  ancient  arts  and  fciences  into  thefe 
weftern  parts  of  Europe,  the  univerfal  ignorance, 
that  had  overfpread  this  quarter  of  the  world,  had  - 
imrnerfed  men  in  the  utmoft  darknefs  of  fuperfti- 
tion,  with  minds  Fong  pradtifed  in  resigning  all  trufl, 
not  only  in  their  undemanding,  but  even  in  their 
femes.  Under  this  bafenefs  of  fpirit  it  was  irn- 
poffible  for  men  to  have  any  confidence  in  them- 
felves ;  any  reformation  was  the  farthefl  from  their 
thoughts  ;  the  only  effort  men  of  bufy  fancies 
could  make  towards  fame,  was  by  commenting 
and  expatiating  on  the  philofophic  fyftems,  which 
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had  been  contrived  to  give  an  air  of  wifdom,  to 
what  took  rife  from  the  imperfection  of  knowledge, 
and  had  continued  through  ade&ation  and  indo¬ 
lence. 

There  are  however,  very  juft  reafons  for  fome  de¬ 
gree  of  compofition.  Some  material  may  be  requifite 
to  give  a  medicine  its  moil  commodious  form,  whe¬ 
ther  to  procure  the  due  confidence  to  an  externa! 
application,  or  to  facilitate  the  exhibition  internally  of 
what  fhall  be  ungrateful  to  the  palate  :  an  additional 
ingredient  may  by  a  pleafing  tade  and  favour  be  fub- 
fervient  to  reconcile  a  difgudftd  medicine,  not  only 
to  the  palate,  but  the  domach  alfo :  the  mod  ade¬ 
quate  remedy  in  many  cafes  may  have  difagreeable 
properties,  which  fliail-  redrain  the  ufe  of  it  within 
too  narrow  limits  ;  yet  fome  other  of  a  fimilar  kind, 
though  lefs  powerful,  may  be  added  to  it  without  of¬ 
fence,  and  the  compofition  by  fuch  augmentation 
be  rendred  more  efficacious  :  nay,  perhaps,  often  no 
fimple  may  be  known  qualified  to  anfwer  all  the  in¬ 
tentions,  adifeafemay  require:  alfo  fome  materials, 
by  their  aCiion  on  each  other,  will  vifibly  compofe  a 
body  with  properties,  which  belong  not  to  any  of  the 
ingredients  feparate. 

But  fuch  obvious  and  natural  motives  are  very  dif- 
proportionate  to  the  forementioned  extravagancies. 
Some  of  the  ancient  empirics,  though  declared  ene¬ 
mies  to  the  refined  fpeculations  of  the  dogmatids, 
proceeded  fo  far,  as  to  admit,  that  accumulating  in¬ 
gredients  of  fimilar  virtues  might  be  ufefully  employed 
to  fit  the  fame  compofition  for  different  condi¬ 
tions,  as  one  material  might  more  affecd  fome  con¬ 
ditions,  and  another,  others.  But  this  excufe,  far 
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as  it  might  be  extended,  was,  it  feems,  deemed  yet 
inefficient  *  ;  a  much  more  fubtle  exercife  of  fancy 
being  required  to  explain  the  intricacies  of  thefe 
elaborate  compofitions.  Medicines  therefore  being 
firfl  diftributed  into  the  four  qualities  of  heat¬ 
ing,  cooling,  drying  and  moiftning ;  by  the  combi¬ 
nation  of  thefe,  and  the  ftrudture  of  the  fuhftance,  in 
which  they  adhered,  whether  confifting  of  grofs  or 
fubtle  parts,  was  deduced  another  head  of  qualities 
from  confequential  effects,  they  were  fuppofed  by 
this  means  to  have  on  the  body,  cf  inciding,  atte¬ 
nuating,  incrafTating,  relaxing,  aftringing,  and  the 
like  ;  by  a  farther  profecution  of  this  fbeculation  was 
derived  from  the  fame  fource  a  third  rangement  of 
cephalics,  hepatics,  fhomachics,  diuretics,  and  others ; 
thefe  orders  being  clofed  by  a  fourth  head,  to  com¬ 
prehend  fuch,  whcfe  effeds  furmounted  even  the 
acutenefs  of  this  fyftem  to  explicate :  thefe  were  faid 
to  operate  iota  fubjiantid.  The  firfl:  of  thefe  quali¬ 
ties,  as  well  asthofe,  which  depended  on  them,  were 
farther  divided  into  four  degrees,  and  each  of  thefe 
into  three  fubdivifions,  whereby  medicines  might  be 
adapted  to  each  cafe  with  the  niceft  fubtilty  by  the 
rules  of  arithmetic  f .  Again,  when  the  compofition 
was  thus  happily  adjufted,  it  was  farther  to  be  in¬ 
quired,  whether  the  medicine  after  all  might  not  be 
fufpected  of  fome  noxious  quality,  requiring  correc¬ 
tion  ;  and  this,  whether  real  or  imaginary,  was  by 
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the  farther  addition  of  fome  proper  accompaniment 
to  be  provided  for.  It  was  alfo  to  be  confidered,  that 
a  medicine  might  be  ferviceable  to  a  remote  part, 
but  expofed  to  be  dedroyed  by  the  powers  of  di- 
gedion,  before  it  arrived  there  ;  then  it  was  to  be  af- 
fided  by  fuch  a  material,  whereby  it  fhould  be  de¬ 
fended,  and  conduced  fafe,  fo  as  neither  to  be 
adfed  upon,  nor  ad,  till  it  reached  the  defigned 
part,  and  then  be  left  to  operate  without  impediment, 
its  guide  and  protestor  being  itfelf  there  opportunely 
confumed  :  fome  medicines  were  pretended  to  run 
too  fwiftly  through  the  body,  others  to  move  on  too 
fluggiffily  ;  the  lird  of  thefe  required  a  curb,  the 
others  a  fpur  :  often  a  diredor  was  neceffary,  that  the 
medicine  might  not  dray  from  its  defined  ccurfe : 
every  medicine  was  fuppofed  to  have  its  peculiar  Na¬ 
tion,  wherein,  left  to  itfelf,  its  operation  would  be 
exerted  ;  if  it  were  required  to  perform  its  office 
fooner,  it  was  to  be  committed  to  the  cudody  of 
fome  other,  which  might  fix  it  to  the  region  delired ; 
if  it  were  defigned  to  proceed  farther,  it  muff  have, 
an  affidant  to  open  it  a  palfage  *.  Upon  fuch  vague 
and  fanciful  principles,  as  thefe,  the  mod  ridiculous 
farrago  might  be  vindicated  ;  yet  thus*for  many  ages 
did  men  exercife  their  ingenuity,  and  raife  admiration 
from  their  followers,  without  the  lead  improvement 
of  the  art  of  healing.  Even  when  the  Greek  originals, 
came  into  our  hands,  from  which  our  former  teach¬ 
ers  had  themfeives  received  their  knowledge,  mem 
had  not  yet  learnt  to  think  for  themfeives,  but 
their  abjedt  fubmiffion  to  authority  dill  continued „ 
Now  indeed  parties  began  to  be  formed,  and 
eager  controversies  were  commenced  between  the  new, 
patrons  of  the  Greeks,  and  the  old  admirers  of  the* 
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Arabians ;  yet  every  one  was  equally  to  fubmit  to  the 
dictates  of  the  mafter,  he  had  impofed  on  himfelr. 

The  firft  perfons  *•  ufefully  employed,  while  thefe 
fantafllcal  doctrines  ingroffed  the  fchools,  were  thofe, 
who,  by  the  fiudy  of  botany  chiefly,  endeavoured  to 
c'orredt  the  many  errors  attending  the  names  of  plants 
and  drugs,  which  had  arifen  partly  from  the  corrup¬ 
tion  of  copies,  but  more  from  the  imperfect  manner, 
in  which  the  ancient  Greek  learning  was  conveyed 
down  to  us.  The  Arabians,  from  whom  we  re¬ 
ceived  cur  firft  information,  though  fond  of  the 
Grecian  literature,  feem  to  have  been  fo  incurious, 
as  to  have  acquiefced  for  the  mod;  part  in  fuch  ftranf- 
lations  from  that  language,  as  Syrians  could  furnifh, 
to  whom  both  tongues  were  foreign.  What  the  A- 
rabs  had  learnt  came  through  worfe  tranflations  to  us, 
made  often  in  partnership,  one  (unfkilful,  perhaps, 
in  the  fubjedl)  interpreting,  while  another  exprefTed, 
as  he  could,  the  fenfe  dictated  to  him  ;  and  this  from 
a  language,  whofe  orthography  is,  beyond  all  others 
known,  obfcure,  and  fufcjedt  to  ambiguity  and 
error. 

However  the  fuperftitious  veneration  for  antiquity, 
which  had  fo  16ng  been  the  obftruclion  to  improve¬ 
ments,  received  at  length  a  fuccefsful  check  by  the 
inquiries  into  anatomy,  where  the.  deficiencies  of  the 
ancients  appeared  vifible  to  the  fenfes.  Thefe  pur- 
fuits,  from  the  time  they  were  pufhed  forward  by 
Yefalius ,  being  followed  with  great  affiduity,  gra¬ 
dually  habituated  men  to  examine  things  for  them- 
felves,  and  expofed  the  folly  of  that  fupine  adoration 
of  ancient  authority,  which  had  before  prevailed. 
And  now  the  minds  of  men  began  daily  more  and 
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more  to  open,  till  all  opinions,  whether  fpeculative 
or  practical,  were  difeuffied  with  freedom.  Hereby, 
when  philofophy  in  particular  received  ne\V  lights, 
and  the  refearches  into  nature  were  purfued  in  a  juft 
mahner  by  experiment  and  diligent  obfervation,  phy- 
fie  fhared  in  the  improvement :  from  this  time  the 
p'raHice  of  it  grew  gradually  lefs  formal  and  fyftema- 
tical :  if  the  reformation  of  pharmacy  was  not  equally 
advanced,  it  mud  be  fuppofed  owing  to  this  caufe, 
that  men  more  employed  themfelves  in  attending  to 
the  genuine  efficacy  and  ufes  of  the  forms,  their 
forefathefs  had  provided  for  them,  than  in  examining 
minutely  into  their  compofition,  and  the  amend¬ 
ments,  of  which  they  were  capable. 

The  progrefs  of  the  prefent  pharmacy  from  the  time 
of  its  firfl  introduction  by  the  Arabians  has  been  this,  as 
far  as  it  can  be  extricated  from  the  obfeurities  attend¬ 
ing  the  original  of  it.  Saladinus  of  Afeoli ,  an  author, 
who  writ  about  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century, 
while  as  yet  there  were  no  pharmacopoeias  eftablifhed 
by  any  public  authority,  informs  us,  that  the  books, 
with  which  the  apothecaries  were  then  generally  fur- 
nifhed,  were  thefe  :  a  book  of  Avicenfla ,  and  another 
of  Serapion ,  which  treat  on  fimples  ;  Simon  Jami'snfis 
d‘e  Synonymis  ;  a  treatife  of  an  Arabian  author  un¬ 
der  the  name  of  Liber  Servitoris ,  containing  the  pre¬ 
parations  of  fimples,  and  the  chemical  medicines  then 
in  ufe  ;  likewife  two  Antidotaria ,  one  of  Johannes 
Damafcenus  or  Mefue ,  and  another  of  Nicolaus  de  Sa¬ 
lerno  *, 
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*  The  as;e  of  Salad! ne  mud  be  learnt  from  himfelf.  He 
mentions  a  fad,  which  implies  Naples  to  have  been  within 
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Some  time  after,  Nicolaus  Prapofitus  of  Tours 
wrote  a  general  difpenfatory,  that  might  fupply  the 
place  of  all  thefe  *  ;  in  which  the  compositions  are 
almoft  intirely  taken  from  Mefue ,  and  the  fore- 
mentioned  more  ancient  Nicolaus.  The  Thefaurus  a~ 
romatariorum  writ  near  the  fame  time,  and  the  Lumen 
apothecariorum ,  confift  alfo  of  the  like  extracts ;  and 
in  the  Luminare  majus  published  Soon  after,  which  con¬ 
tains  a  more  extenfive  collection,  thefe  two  authors 
generally  lead  each  Several  head. 

The  fame  antidotaria  have  been  made  the  general 
bafis  of  the  modern  pharmacopoeias  likewife  ;  though 
we  know  little  more  of  either  author,  than  their  having 
been  the  favourites  of  thofe  barbarous  times,  wherein 
they  lived. 

The  age  of  Mefue  may  with  Some  certainty  be  de¬ 
termined  ;  for  in  the  Grabadin ,  of  which  the  Antido - 

tariunt 

his  time  under  the  dominion  of  the  Aragonians,  who  were 
firft  poffeffed  of  that  city  in  the  year  1442.  \Vid.  Suppl. 
Mef  Ed.  funt.  fol.  253  if] 

*  This  Book  begins  thus.  Queer  ebat  ille  Saladinus ,  fa 
lennis  do  Ft  or  ;  qui  et  quotfunt  iihri  apothecario  necejfarii .  Et 
refpondens  fex  diXit  eftfe  libros  apothecario  necejftarios ,  quos  ip/h 
in  compendia  fuo  ad  aromatarios  declarat .  Nos  noero  dicamus 
quod  i fie  Joins  nofier  libellus  fufficiens  eft  apothecario ,  eoque  ha- 
bito ,  nullo  alio  indiget.  Thefe  words  imply  a  diilance  from 
the  time  of  Saladine ,  which  creates  a  difficulty.  This  author 
cccafionally  makes  mention  of  feveral  writers  about  his  own 
time,  and  among  the  red  of  Matthaus  de  Gradibus ,  whom 
te  exprefsly  names  as  living  at  the  time,  he  himfelf  writes^- 
whereas  Matthaus  de  Gradibus  is  commonly  fuppofed  to  have 
died  in  1460.  But  that  author  s  own  works  clear  sp  this 
point;  for  we  have  Cenftli*  9{  his  dated  a*  late  a*  140^ 
\p9nfiL  9,  3 1 J 
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'tarlum  is  a  part,  he  quotes  Avicenna  *,  who  died  to¬ 
ward  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh  century  f  ,  and 
is  himfelf  cited  frequently  by  Conjl  an  turns  Africamis , 
who  wrote  before  the  end  of  that  century  ;£.  And 
this  is  all  can  be  afeertained  of  a  writer,  to  whofe  au¬ 
thority  fuch  implicit  fubmiffion  has  been  paid  : 
though  even  this  has  hitherto  been  the  fubjeeft  of  dif~ 
pute  ;  infomuch  that  fome  have  confounded  him 
with  a  much  more  early  writer  of  the  fame  name, 
who  refided  at  the  court  of  Bagdad ;  and  the  riiofl 
place  him  an  hundred  years  too  late. 

Of  the  other  father  of  the  prefent  pharmacy,  Nr- 
colaus ,  is  known  as  little.  His  being  ftyled  of  Salerm 
fhould  imply  his  having  refided  in  that  fchool.  Of 
his  work  the  forementioned  Saladine  gives  this  ac¬ 
count  :  That  there  were  two  antidotaria  under  the 
name  of  this  Nicolaus ,  and  diftinguifhed  by  the  appel-1 
lations  of  Nicolaus  magnus  and  Nicolaus  parvus ;  the 
latter  being  in  moft  frequent  ufe,  and  only  an  epitome 
of  the  other,  containing  but  a  part  of  the  competi¬ 
tions,  and  thofe  alfo  reduced  to  lefs  quantities  5 
whence  the  preferiptions  in  this  epitome  were  ufually 
introduced  with  fome  fuch  phrafe  as  this*  medietas  ejus

But  where  the  ci¬ 
tations  refer  to  thofe  parts  of  Mefue ,  which  are  not  now 
loft,  they  agree  with  the  original,  as  much  as  can  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  the  diverfities  incident  to  different  copies ;  efpe- 
cially  as  Lambecius  above  referred  to  [  Ibid.  p.  126.]  fhews 
what  we  hare  of  Conjlantintu  to  be  3  very  imperfeCt  and 

corrupt 
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eft  ft.  ii.  vel  medietas  ejus  eft  %.femis,  and  the  like,  which 
Were  generally  underftood  to  exprefs  in  what  propor¬ 
tion  the  receipt  in  the  greater  antidotarium  was  con- 
traded.  Among  the  collection  of  pieces  often  pub- 
lifhed  together,  as  a  fupplement  to  Meftle ,  one  is  in- 
titled  antidotarium  Nicolai ,  wherein  are  contained  the 
compofitions*  which  the  difpenfatory  writers  above- 
mentioned  deliver  under  the  name  of  Nicolaus.  This 
is  the  lelfer  antidotarium ;  and  of  the  greater  we  have 
alfo  a  copy  publithed  under  the  name  of  Nicolaus 
Alexandrians ,  as  tranflated  from  the  Greek  by  Nico¬ 
laus  of  Reggio ,  the  firft  tranflator  of  Galen.  In  this 
tranflation  the  competitions  are  ranged  in  the  order  of 
the  Latin  alphabet,  as  in  the  other  ;  probably  in  the 
original  the  Greek  alphabet  was  followed  :  And  here, 
betides  a  much  larger  number  of  articles,  than  in  the 
other  Nicolaus ,  thofe,  which  they  have  in  common, 
are  in  greater  quantities,  and,  allowance  being  made 
for  accidental  errors,  they  agree  in  the  proportion 
expreflfed  in  the  leffer  Nicolaus  after  the  manner  above 
related  ;  where  the  contractions  are  made  with  fo 
much  exadnefs,  as  to  preferve  the  proportions  not 
only  to  fmgle  grains,  but  even  to  odd  parts.  But  the 
copy  of  this  greater  antidotariwn  is  imperfect ;  for, 
as  fome  articles  are  wanting,  fo  others  are  evidently 
fupplied  from  the  epitome,  being  fo  directly  tran- 
feribed,  as  to  exprefs  the  proportion,  wherein  they 
are  contracted  from  the  original.  Gne  of  thefe  is  a 
compohtion  called  eleftarium  duels ,  and  faid  to  be  con¬ 
trived  for  the  ufe  of  Roger ,  duke  of  Apulia ,  the  fon 
of  Robert  Guifcard.  If  this  was  ever  in  the  original

(and  Saladine  exprefsly  fays,  the  lefler  had  not  any, 
but  what  were  in  the  greater  alfo)  the  author  could 
not  be  fo  old  as  Mefue ;  though  the  editor  would 
have  him  to  be  that  Nicolaus ,  who  is  cited  by  Paulus 
i Egineta ,  whereas  his  frequent  mention  of  myroba- 
lans,  turbith,  fena,  and  other  drugs  not  known  fo 
early  in  Europe ,  plainly  fhews  the  abfurdity  of  that 
opinion  *. 

Thus  were  thefe  two  great  leaders  in  the  modem 
pharmacy  both  of  an  age  fcarce  exceeded  in  rudenefsby 
any  fince  letters  have  been  known.  Accordingly,  as 
the  compofitions  of  the  moft  ancient  authors  felaom 
efcaped  from  each  hand,  through  which  they  pafifed, 
fome  ufelefs  addition,  thefe  compilers  have  generally 
felected  the  moft  corrupted  form. 

How  much  ingenious  men  have  been  perplexed  to 
acccqnt  for  the  irregularity  and  fuperfluities  of  thefe 
our  mafters,  may  in  fome  meafure  be  judged  of  by 
Bauderord  s  comment  on  the  Aurea  Alexandria,  the 
firft  composition  of  Nicolaus.  Opium,  it  feems,  is 
the  bafe,  whofe  powers  are  heightened  by  other  in¬ 
gredients,  which  require  alfo  others  to  correct  their 
ill  qualities :  befides  thefe,  one  lift  of  ingredients  is

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to  direct  the  operation  to  the  head,  another  fet  to  the 
breaft,  others  to  the  heart,  ftomach,  fpleen,  liver,  kid- 
heys  and  other  parts  :  infomuch,  fays  the  author,  that 
this  one  medicine  in  regard  to  the  difeafes,  he  enu¬ 
merates,  may  very  juftly  be  confidered  as  a  whole 
apothecary’s  fhop  contained  in  a  gaily  pot  *.  Rcnde~ 
htius  in  his  remarks  on  the  Syrupus  Hyffopi  Mefucs 
feems  lefs  difpofed  to  admire,  what  he  did  not  un¬ 
derhand,  when  he  tells  us,  he  long  doubted  with 
liimfelf,  under  what  head,  whether  of  attenuants  or 
incraffants,  it  ought  to  be  ranged,  it  containing  fo 
many  fpecies  of  each  kind ;  and  at  laft  has  recourfe 
to  this  frank  reafon  for  retaining  it  at  all,  erit  nobis 
%fui,  cum  non  dun:  erimus  certiy  incraffereney  an  attenuare 
(port eat  f . 

The  firft  pharmacopoeia,  which  was  fet  forth  by 
any  publick  authority,  was  that  cf  Valerius  Cordus  un¬ 
der  the  fanction  of  the  fenate  of  Norimberg  j.  This 
cosTifts  almoft  intirely  of  collections  from  the  two 
authors  abovementioned,  with  fhort  notes  in  relation  to 
fuch  names  of  the  plants  or  drugs  in  the  compofitions, 
3fs  Were  of  doubtful  fignification.  And  the  fubfequent

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-pharmacopoeias  paid  alfo  the  like  regard  to  tjiefe  wri¬ 
ters,  however  they  might  be  rendered  more  copious 
by  additions  from  other  authors.  Our  own  in  par¬ 
ticular,  except  the  medicines  taken  from  chemiftry, 
which  by  that  time  had  begun  to  gain  credit,  con¬ 
futed  originally  of  the  like  collections  from  Mefue 
and  Nicolaus ,  with  fome  additions,  chiefly  from  Fer- 
tielius ,  and  by  Sir  Theodore  May  erne,  both  eminent 
for  their  unbounded  diffufivenefs  in  compofltion. 

B  y  the  free  introduction  of  chemical  medicines

our  pharmacopoeia  enlarged  the  plan,  to  which  the 
former  works  of  this  kind  had  confined  themfelves. 

The  rife  and  progrefs  of  this  part  of  pharmacy  has 
been  as  follows.  The  Arabians  together  with  the  ufe- 
fiil  branches  of  knowledge,  for  which  thefe  parts  of 
the  world  are  indebted  to  them,  brought  alfo  among 
us  an  abfurd  pretence  to  a  fecret  art,  whereby  to  make 
fliyer  and  gold  by  converting  other  fubflances  into 
thefe  metals.  Though  they  feem  not  themfelves  to 
have  given  the  firft  rife  to  this  conceit,  but  to  have  re^ 
ceiyed  it  with  the  reft  of  their  learning  from  the 
Greeks  ;  for  it  is  defcribecL,  as  prevailing  in  the  eaft- 
ern  empire,  by  authors,  who  writ  prior  to  |he  Saracen 
eonquefts  * ;  and  an  Aflatic  hiftorian*f  informs  us,

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that  the  Arabs  before  thofe  times,  nay  for  fome  ages 
after,  pretended  not  to  any  kind  of  natural  philofopny , 
whereas  thefe  writers  fpeak  of  their  art,  as  if  the  only 
one  worthy  of  that  appellation.  Thefe  people  pro¬ 
bably  received  the  very  name  of  the  art  from  the 

Greeks,  among  whom  we  find  it  called  XVF^  Xr~ 
xvtJLi'i0C')  f°r  lt  1S  reac* **  differently.  The  lafl 

form  has  been  generally  followed  by  our  later  writers 
on  the  fubjedt ;  but  the  moft  approved  editors,  and 
other  learned  men  have  preferred  the  other  *  ;  the 
modem  Greeks  alfo  write  it  The  Arabic 

name  L— chitnta  may  be  equally  derived  from 

either  form  of  the  word,  being  with  them 

JjJs  dinar,  and  chilns. 

But  though  traces  of  this  pretended  art  of  chemiftry 
are  found  among  the  Greeks  fome  ages  before  the 
learned  times  of  the  Arabians  ;  yet  with  the  Greeks  it 
is  but  recent  The  art  indeed  has  been  feigned  to 
be  of  fo  remote  antiquity,  that  the  earliefi  poetic  fa¬ 
bles  alluded  to  it.  Suidas ,  and  fome  other  Greek 
writers,  who,  if  more  ancient,  are  of  no  better  au¬ 
thority,  have  reprefented  the  golden  fleece  of  the  Ar¬ 
gonauts  to,  be  no  other  than  a  book  wrote  on  fheep- 
ikins  explaining  the  myflery  of  the  great  work  +f . 
Bcrrichius  indulges  himfelf  in  a  degree  of  fondnefs  for 
thefe  conceits,  which  is  almofl:  incredible.  When

are  thus  interpreted,  Mercurius  procorum,  feu  metallo- 
rum  mafculorum  animas  evocat  f.  The  furprizal  of 
Mars  and  Venus  by  Vulcan  typifies  feme  fecret  ope¬ 
ration  in  chemifhy  ||,  and  a  like  procefs  is  fo  plainly 
couched  under  Homer's  fable  of  Mars  being  imprifoned 
by  the  Tons  of  Aloeus ,  that  no  one  can  doubt  it  with¬ 
out  the  ftrongeft  impeachment  of  his  underftanding  +. 

This  champion  of  the  Hermetic  art  profefies  alfo  to 
believe,  that  in  Egypt  it  was  fo  well  underftood  as  to 
have  furnilhed  that  great  abundance  of  gold  and  filver, 
which  the  Egyptian  priefis  boafted  of  their  country’s 
poirefling  in  theearlieft  times  **  :  and  notwithstanding 
thofe  priefis  pretended  not  to  fhew  any  fuch  wealth 
after  the  times  of  the  Perfian  empire,  but  feigned, 
that  thofe  conquerours  had  carried  it  away  f  ■ f  ;  yet 
this  learned  man  treats  alfo,  as  worthy  of  credit,  the 
tale  of  Diocletian  s  being  unable  to  hold  this  people  in 
fubjedtion,  till  by  defiroying  their  books  he  had  de¬ 
prived  them  of  this  inexhaufiible  fcurce  of  wealth, 
which  prompted  and  enabled  them  continually  to  re  -

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bel  *.  But  how  even  fo  much  as  a  pretence  to  fuch  % 
wealth-bellowing  art  could  have  fubfifled  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  and  the  Greeks  not  fooner  have  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  it,  is  an  inexplicable  paradox,  con-' 
fidering  how  long  they  were  mailers  of  £gypt,  and 
with  how  much  afliduity  arts  and  fciences  were  cul¬ 
tivated  at  Alexandria  under  the  publick  incouragement 
of  their  princes.  However  as  the  very  firll  writers, 
we  have  in  the  fubjedi,  affedt  to  fpeak  of  it,  as  of  very 
great  antiquity,  we  cannot  be  certain,  how  long  it 
might  have  fubfifted  in  fome  more  eaftern  nation  ; 
efpecially,  as  we  are  informed,  that  in  the  Perfian 
myfleries  of  Miihra  was  reprefented  fuch  a  relation 
between  the  planets,  and  the  feveral  metals,  as  might 
probably  give  rife  to  that  phrafeology  of  naming  the 
metals  from  the  planets,  which  the  earliefl,  as  well  as 
the  later  chemifls,  are  fo  particularly  fond  of  f. 

But,  not  to  purfue  this  enquiry  farther,  one  thing 
is  certain,  that  however  modern,  or  ridiculous  be  the 
original  of  chemiftry,  yet  by  the  methods  of  opera¬ 
tion  on  bodies,  which  it  has  introduced,  both  phy- 
fic  and  natural  philbfophy  have  been  greatly  advanced. 
No  art  has  'furnilhed  better  mediums  for  difcovering 
the  compofition  of  bodies  ;  for  as  heat  is  a  primary 
agent  in  all  natural  operations,  and  fire  one  of  the 
great  difiblvents  of  bodies,  no  art  is  more  fitted  for 
detediing  the  internal  confiitution  of  things.  It  has 
alfo  furnilhed  us  with  many  of  the  mofl  powerful  re¬ 
medies,  as  it  has  put  into  our  hands  fome  of  the  ac¬ 
tive  principles,  by  which  the  changes  in  nature  are 
wrought,  lefs  clogged  and  obftrudled  *  from  adlion, 

than

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than  in  the  ufual  compound  bodies,  that  come  in  oar 
way. 

Notwithstanding,  it  was  long  before  chemiftry  re¬ 
ceived  a  place  in  the  fchools.  Indeed  the  fil'd:  patrons 
of  it  expofed  themfelves  to  the  contempt  of  all  fober 
men  by  their  fondnefs  for  the  attested  myfteries,  it 
pretended  to,  and  at  length  adopting  for  their  head 
and  mafter  the  celebrated  Paracel fus^  whom  every  true 
adept  to  this  day  admires.  This  man  declared  open 
war  upon  the  fchools,  difavowing  in  the  mod  oppro¬ 
brious  terms  the  whole  ancient  doctrine,  and  the  phi- 
lofophic  iyftems,  by  which  thefe  oftentatious  fuper- 
fluities  were  fupported,  to  which  all  men  had  as  yet 
implicitly  fubfcribed.  But  nothing  more  rational,  that 
Ihould  prevail  with  men  to  quit  the  dictates,  they  had 
embraced  from  their  earl ieft  youth,  could  be  expected 
from  one  of  this  man’s  character,  which  was  perhaps 
the  molt  abfurd,  that  ever  impofed  oh  mankind. 
From  the  age  of  five  and  twenty  his  life  was  fpent  in 
drunken  debaucheries  with  the  mod  illiterate  people*  ; 
his  whole  pretenfions  in  phyfic  fupported  by  a  daring 
and  inconfiderate  ufe,  after  the  manner  of  more  mo¬ 
dern  empirics,  of  forrie  powerful  medicines  (though, 
perhaps,  much  fewer  in  number  than  is  commonly 
pretended)  in  which  it  mu  ft  be  fuppofed,  he  was 
fometimes  fortunate  5  but  probably  much  oftner  un- 
fuccefsful,  if  he  fcrupied  not  to- own  to  Oporinus ,  his 
admirer  and  follower,  that  he  fcarce  ever  could  keep 
his  practice  in  credit  above  a  year  in  any  one  place  f . 
What  kind  of  reformation  he  aimed  at,  may  be  judged 
of  by  the  following  fpecimen,  where  in  cenfuring  the 
dodtrme  then  in  fafhion  of  appointing  directors  to

It  is  not  difficult  to 
determine,  how  a  fet  of  men  muft  at  firfl  be  received, 
who  could  apply  themfelves  in  earneft  to  find  a  mean¬ 
ing  to  thefe  drunken  ravings  f.  Upon  a  lefs  important 
fubjedl,  than  where  life  and  health  are  mterefted,  it 
were  not  unpleafant  to  fee  men,  not  without  preten- 
fions  to  knowledge  and  real  merit,  bufying  themfelves 
in  unriddling  fuch  cant  terms  as  fiutratar  and  aropb , 
when  the  author  of  them  propofes  one  to  extirpate  the 
fpleen,  and  the  other,  if  not  the  fuhflance,  at  leaf!: 
the  whole  operation  and  office  of  the  kidneys,  as  parts 
ufelefs  to  the  purpofes  of  life,  and  the  fprings  of  griev¬ 
ous  difeafes,  from  which  the  body,  when  thefe  vif~ 
cera  fhould  be  deftroyed,  would  be  intirely  free  J. 

It  has  been  the  fate  of  chemiftry  to  be  for  a  long 
time  chiefly  cultivated  by  men  fo  far  removed  from

that  fobriety  of  mind  and  judgment  neceffary  both  in 
philofophical  and  medicinal  enquiries,  that  they  have 
rather  rivalled  each  other  in  extravagancies  ;  he  being 
mofl  admired,  who  abounded  in  conceits  the  fartheft 
removed  from  good  fenfe.  Of  this  no  greater  proof 
can  be  given,  than  in  Van  Helmont ,  who  advanced 
himfelf  to  become  a  dangerous  rival  in  fame  even  to 
the  great  Paracelfus ,  by  thofe  dreams,  and  doting  fan¬ 
cies,  with  which  in  obfcurity  he  amufed  his  rambling 
imagination,  that  render  him,  if  poftible,  as  much  an 
objedt  of  contempt,  as  the  fupercilious  ignorance  of  the 
other  merits  our  fcorn  and  indignation.  This  man 
was  fo  childilhly  credulous,  as  firmly  to  believe,  that 
a  perfon  continually  contracted  frelh  fits  of  the  gout 
by  fitting  only  in  a  chair,  which  a  brother  had  for¬ 
merly  ufed,  who  died  of  that  difeafe,  while,  to  in- 
creafe  the  wonder,  the  chair  would  have  no  fuch  ef¬ 
fect  upon  any  one  not  of  the  family  ;  that  an  inhabi¬ 
tant  of  Brujjels  within  the  memory  of  perfons  then 
living  had  a  nofe,  which  was  cut  off,  renewed  by  the 
famous  Tagliacozzi  with  a  fupplement  cut  out  from  a 
porter,  who  for  hire  fubmitted  to  that  operation,  and 
that  in  thirteen  months  after  the  adventitious  nofe 
fell  off  upon  the  death  of  the  original  owner  of  the  ma¬ 
terials  of  it.  Thefe  are  two  only  among  many  other 
tales  of  the  like  kind,  he  has  accumulated  together, 
to  infult  the  ignorance  of  an  antagonift  in  the  powers 
of  nature  *.  Nor  are  the  reft  of  the  conceptions  of 
this  philofopher  by  fire  (as  he  affects  to  call  himfelf) 
in  philofophy  or  medicine  any  thing  more  rational* 
Every  compound  natural  body  has  a  principle,  by  a 
term  borrowed  from  Paracelfus ,  ftiled  Archeiis ,  which 
prefided  over  the  formation  of  it,  appointed  deputies 

to 
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to  officiate  under  him  for  each  particular  part,  him- 
felf  continuing  to  infpecft  the  whole  *.  Thefe  vffio- 
nary  fuperintendants  are  often  out  of  humour,  and 
behave  irregularly  in  their  refpeclive  pofts,  thereby 
producing  difeafes  in  animal  bodies.  For  example  a  dyr 
fentery  or  eryfipelas  is  the  effedf  of  an  Jrcheus  falling 
into  rage  and  committing  diforders.  For  the  cure  of 
thefe  difeafes  the  fchools  ignorantly  fet  about  counter¬ 
acting  the  vifible  eftedts ;  but  thofe,  who  are  admitted 
of  Nature’s  privy-council,  know  the  true  remedy  to 
lie  in  taming  the  paffionate  fprite.  The  means  for 
effecting  this  is  no  lefs  extraordinary  than  the  fcheme, 
upon  which  the  intention  is  fuggefted.  A  hare  being 
a  timorous  animal  is  to  be  caught  by  hunting,  and  a 
cloth  dipt  in  its  blood,  while  thus  under  the  ftrongeft 
impreffion  of  terror.  This  doth  with  the  blood  dried 
upon  it  being  applied  to  the  eryfipelas  will  affect  the 
wrathful  Jrcheus ,  with  the  paffion,  under  which  the 
hare  died,  apd  a  few  fcrapings  of  it  fwallowed  down 
will  have  the  fame  effeCt  in  the  bowels  and  in  this 
fit  of  low-fpiritednefs  he  will  grow  patient,  and  the 
diforders  arifing  from  his  boifterous  behaviour  ceafe  f. 

Such  is  the  man,  that  tells  us,  he  was  admonifhed 
in  a  dream  to  af>ply  himfelf  to  phyfic,  and  was  pro- 
mi  fed  the  occafional  affiftan.ee  of  the  angel  Raphael  J  : 
herein  afpiring  beyond  his  predeceffor ,  for  Paracel - 
fus  goes  no  higher  than  magic  and  the  cabaliftic  art, 
as  the  grounds  of  his  pretenftons  ||. 

There  would  be  fome  difficulty  in  conceiving  how 
men  of  fuch  diftempered  brains  could  poffibly  ever 
become  the  fubjedts  of  fame,  had  we  not  daily  expe¬ 
rience,  how  much  the  generality  of  mankind  is  dif- 

pofed

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pofed  admire  and  hold  in  veneration,  whatever 
furprizes  them  $  as  if  the  human  mind  were  furnifhed 
with  faculties  to  fee  through  ordinary  follies,  while 
great  abfurdities  raife  an  aftonifhment,  which  difarms 
the  powers  of  reafon,  and  infpires  a  temper,  under 
the  influence  of  which,  improbability  is  even  an  ad¬ 
ditional  motive  to  belief.  And  thefe  wild  writers  find 
few  capable  of  feeing  their  follies,  that  fet  fo  fmall  a 
Value  upon  their  time,  as  to  read  them,  and  by  that 
means  their  merit  is  little  examined  into,  but  taken 
upon  the  credit  of  thofe,  whofe  caff  of  mind  difpofes 
them  to  that  tafk. 

However,  notwithftanding  the  difgrace,  to  which 
thefe  madmen ,  and  their  ridiculous  followers  expofed 
the  art ;  the  real  effects  produced  by  fome  chemical 
medicines  brought  them  gradually  into  efteem  in 
oppofition  to  the  prejudice  of  the  fchools,  and  the 
fierce  decrees  ex  cathedrd  againft  them  *  :  for  men 
were  now  grown  wifer,  than  to  make  t'hemfelve-s 
parties  in  fuch  pedantic  difputes,  as  heretofore,  when 
the  regal  authority  and  the  power  of  the  law  could 
he  i  ngaged  to  inforce  fuch  learned  decifions  f .  Thefe 
folemn  anathemas  againft  antimony  and  mercurials, 
unfupported  by  fuch  truly  formidable#aicfs,  had  little 
effect,  where  they  were  pronounced  ;  much  lefs  did 
they  hinder  us  from  receiving  into  cur  pharmaco¬ 
poeia  chemical  medicines,  even  of  the  kind^  which 
had  moft  inflamed  this  feholaftic  zeal.

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But  as  the  chemical  authors,  to  whom  the  art  of 
phyfic  is  mod  indebted,  have  in  general  prefer ved 
too  great  a  veneration  for  the  forementioned  vifio- 
nary  writers  :  fo  they  not  only  contributed  nothing 
by  their  new  fydems  towards  reforming  the  affedled 
redundancies  above  complained  of,  their  extradls  and 
diddled  waters  being  as  compounded,  as  the  pow- 
ders  and  eledtaries  of  their  predecefTors ;  but  fuper- 
added  other  errors  alfo,  while  in  labouring  by  di- 
ftillations,  digedions,  and  incinerations  to  feparate 
the  pure  from  the  impure  (as  they  affecded  to  fpeak) 
they  were  often  guilty  of  afcribing  to  the  volatile 
parts  feparated  by  didillatkm,  and  to  the  fixt  left 
after  incineration,  the  virtues-  of  the  whole  com¬ 
pound  :  this  error  in  relation  to  the  alkaline  falts  of 
plants  has  indeed  been  of  late  exploded  $  but  all  the 
pharmacopoeias  of  Europe  dill  abound  with  nume¬ 
rous  diddled  waters,  even  from  fubjecds,  which  in 
didillation  yield  not  fo  much  as  any  virtues  what¬ 
ever. 

Thus  has  every  part  of  pharmacy  been  over-run 
with  fuperfiuities.  And  as  the  fird  compilers  of  our 
pharmacopoeia  implicitly  tranfcribed  from  their  lea¬ 
ders,  fo  the  defign  of  the  fubfequent  revifals  feems 
principally  to  have  been  the  inlarging  the  fird  plan,  feme 
few  only  of  the  compofitions  in  the  original  having  di- 
minifhed  enough  in  credit  to  be  omitted ;  in  particu¬ 
lar  that  enormous  compofition,  antidotus  Matthioli i 
which  contains  more  than  an  hundred  fimples,  and 
moreover, » feveral  of  the  mod  copious  compolitions, 
even  the  voluminous  theriaca  and  mithridate :  of 
this  our  fird  compilers  were  fo  fond,  that  befides 
the  compofition  it  felf,  they  preferibe  a  timdure  of 
it  alfo,  j  In 
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In  the  lad  review  of  our  pharmacopoeia  lefs  re? 
gard  was  paid  to  the  original  model,  than  in  any 
of  the  former,  and  the  new  medicines  introduced 
generally  of  a  more  fimple  kind  :  yet  in  this  the  old 
ones  retained  are  much  too  little  corrected.  Bu;t 
the  committee  intruded  with  the  prefent  review  re- 
folved  upon  a  more  effe&ual  reformation,  and  to  re¬ 
commend  to  the  college  the  freeing  this  book  as 
much  as  poffible,  from  whatever  remains  of  former 
pedantry  too  gr-ea^  a  regard  for  preceding  times  or 
inattention  may  have  left.  And  finding  the  propo- 
fals  towards  that  end,  which  they  have  already  made, 
generally  approved,  they  refolved  dill  farther  to  pur¬ 
sue  their  fird  endeavours  towards  rendring  our  phar¬ 
macopoeia  fuitahle  to  the  jud  and  unaffedted  prin¬ 
ciples,  upon  which  phyfic  is  now  pradtifed  among 
us.  The  committee  recommend  this  work  with  the 
greater  zeal,  that  our  college  may  have  the  honour 
to  be  the  fird  medical  fociety  in  Europe,  which  fhall 
have  duly  undertaken  this  reformation.  We  have 
feen  a  public  pharmacopoeia  very  lately  fet  forth, 
wherein  is  a  compofition  of  no  greater  importance 
than  a  plaider,  in  which  concur  more  tlfan  threefcore 
different  ingredients,  and  a  didilled  water  exceeding 
twice  that  number  *. 

The  committee  are  very  well  apprized  of  the 
difficulties,  which  lie  in  the  way  of  carrying  this  un¬ 
dertaking  to  its  defired  perfection,  thefe  compound 
medicines  having  been  long  ufed  and  their  effedts 
experienced  under  their  ancient  forms  ;  the  commit¬ 
tee  therefore  hope,  they  fhall  be  excufed,  if,  where

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they  had  the  lead  ground  of  diffidence,  led  in  re-? 
ducing  them  they  might  rifk  any  diminution  of  $heir 
virtues,  they  have  left  fuperfluities  through  fear  of 
retrenching  injudicioufly. 

But  how  far  they  have  fucceeded  in  correcting 
thefe,  and  what  other  imperfections  attend  the  pre- 
fent  pharmacy,  will  bed  appear  by  a  didinct  review 
of  this  Plan,  which  they  now  offer  to  the  confide- 
ration  of  the  college. 

HERE,  before  the  particulars  are  entred  upon, 
two  or  three  points  of  a  general  nature  mud  be  ex¬ 
plained. 

The  method  of  our  prefent  pharmacopoeia  is  cer¬ 
tainly  very  exceptionable.  However,  a  difpenfatory 
fiot  being  a  regular  treatife  of  the  art  of  pharmacy 
but  only  a  regider  of  the  medicines,  the  apothecary 
is  to  be  furniihed  With;  it  is  not  of  much  impor¬ 
tance,  how  the  feveral  heads  are  ranged :  and  it 
being  darted  in  the  committee,  that  they  might  be 
fo  difpofed,  that  each  medicine  fhould  be  defcribed, 
before  it  is  ufed  in  any  other,  which  may  be  fome 
convenience  fo  thofe,  who  read  over  this  book  in 
the  courfe  of  their  dudies ;  this  propofai  was  gene¬ 
rally  agreed  to.  For  executing  this  defign  it  was  re- 
quifite  to  confider  medicines  under  two  heads,  either 
as  preparations,  or  as  Cornpofitions  :  the  greater  num¬ 
ber  indeed  participate  of  the  nature  of  both;  but 
of  thefe  feme  partake  more  of  one  of  thefe  cha~ 
rasters,  and  fome  more  or  the  other.  The  prepa- 
rations  mud  of  courfe  precede,  they  being  often 
ufed  in  the  cornpofitions.  There  is  alfo  another  di¬ 
vision  into  internal  and  external  medicines,  which  our 
pharmacopoeia  from  the  beginning  has  had  regard  to  ; 

and 
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and  thofe  heads,  which  are  appropriated  to  exter¬ 
nal  applications,  fuch  as  the  aqua  medicamentofa ,  and 
thofe  which  follow,  are  here  placed  lad  :  but  if  any 
medicine  is  ufed  both  internally  and  externally,  it 
is  inferted  in  its  proper  clafs  among  the  internals ; 
and  if  an  external  medicine  by  the  form  of  its  com- 
portion  belonged  to  any  of  the  preceding  clafles  of 
internals,  it  is  there  placed  to  avoid  a  ufelefs  repe¬ 
tition  of  the  fame  clafs  twice  over  ;  for  though  the 
feven  lad  heads  are  appropriated  to  externals  only5 
it  was  not  thought  neceflary,  that  the  former  fhould 
contain  none  but  internal  medicines. 

The  order  refolved  upon  by  the  committee  in  pur- 
fuance  of  thefe  principles  has  been  excepted  againd, 
and  other  arrangements  propofed  ;  but  no  two  agree 
together :  therefore  the  committee  proceed  in  their 
firft  choice,  except,  where  any  alterations  now  made 
have  induced  them  to  vary ;  as  in  particular  by  the 
flew  regulations,  which  they  propofe  in  the  drong  di¬ 
alled  waters,  they  are  inabled  to  fubjoin  them  imme¬ 
diately  to  the  dmple  waters,  which,  confidently  with 
their  fundamental  fcheme,  they  could  not  before  do. 

The  names  of  many  of  the  medicines  alfo  required 
reformation ;  not  only  where  time  had  occafionally 
broughtabout  alterations, which  rendered  the  ufual  ap¬ 
pellation  no  longer  proper  ;  but  where  the  name  had 
been  originally  impofed  through  error,  or  fome  fantadi- 
cal  conceit :  the  corrections  alfo  propofed  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  often  made  fome  new  title  neceffary.  The 
committee  therefore  in  their  former  draught  exhibited 
fome  few  alterations  of  this  kind  ;  and  finding  thefe 
Specimens  generally  approved,  they  now  refolved  to 
profecute  more  fully  this  dedgn.  To  prevent  incon¬ 
veniences,  that  might  attend  fuch  innovations,  the 


com- 
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committee  in  the  former  draught,  fometimes  fubjoined 
the  old  name  to  the  new  one,  they  had  introduced. 
But  as  this  could  not  with  propriety  be  done,  except 
only  where  the  title,  and  not  the  medicine,  was 
changed ;  a  more  perfe<5t  method  has  now  been  taken. 
The  former  names  difapproved  of  are  not  fubjoined 
any  where  to  the  new  ones,  as  before  ;  but  an  alpha¬ 
betic  lift  drawn  out  of  ail  the  names  now  reje&ed,  by 
which  any  medicines  have  hitherto  been  known,  with 
the  new  appellations  here  fubftituted  in  their  room. 
This  index  contains  all  the  names  of  medicines,which 
have  been  changed  ;  not  only  of  fuch,  as  are  in  our 
prefent  pharmacopoeia,  but  of  fuch  alfo,  as,  being 
iince  the  publication  of  that  book  come  into  ufe,  are 
received  into  this  plan.  The  new  name  ranged  againft 
the  old  one,  is  the  name  now  given,  either  to  the 
fame  exprefs  medicine,  or  to  that,  which  is  fubftituted, 
as  its  equivalent.  This  method  removes  every  incon¬ 
venience,  that  can  poftlbly  arife  from  thefe  changes  of 
names  ;  for  the  apothecary  will  here  by  the  old  name 
of  any  medicine  be  readily  directed  to  the  article  in¬ 
tended.  The  only  caution  farther  requiftte  on  the 
part  of  the  qommittee  Was  to  ufe  due  circumfpedhon, 
that  no  compofitic  n  fhould  pafs  under  the  fame  title, 
that  might  have  undergone  any  fuch  alteration,  as 
fhould  vary  its  effects.  This  might  for  a  time  be  at¬ 
tended  with  inconveniences,  if  any  one,  before  he  had 
taken  notice  of  the  alteration,  fhould  under  the  old 
appellation  expedt  the  old  form  of  the  medicine. 

There  was  another  general  point  of  greater  con- 
fequence,  which  required  regulation  ;  that  is,  the 
weights  and  meafures,  by  which  the  ingredients  in 
compofttions  are  proportioned.  Upon  this  therefore 
the  committee  delire  again  to  explain  themfelves. 

In 
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In  the  firfl  place  the  terms  libra ,  and  unci'a  contain 
an  ambiguity ;  in  Tome  fubftances  they  denote  weights, 
and  in  others  they  are  underflood  to  exprefs  meafures. 
By  the  term  libra  in  meafure  is  meant  our  wine-pint  y 
though  this  meafure  is  not  fo  denominated  from  its 
containing  an  exact  pound  weight  of  any  liquor  what¬ 
ever  :  and  the  term  uncia  in  meafure,  according  to  the 
prefent  ufage,  does  not  denote  a  twelfth  part  of  the 
pint,  but  the  fixteenth  ;  though  in  weight,  agreeably  to 
its  proper  fignification,  it  is  ufed  to  exprefs  the  twelfth 
part  of  a  pound.  The  uncertainty  occafioned  by  this 
promifcuous  ufe  of  thefe  terms  will  fometimes  be  very 
great ;  in  rectified  lpirit  of  wine,  for  inflance,  an 
ounce  in  meafure  is  fcarce  more  than  three  quarters  of 
an  ounce  in  weight.  However  this  ambiguity  is  eafily 
avoided  by  prefixing  to  thefe  terms  p.  for  pondo ,  when 
weight  is  intended,  and  m.  to  fignify,  when  they  fland 
for  meafures  ;  this  agreeing  with  the  mode  of  expref- 
fion  conflantly  ufed  by  Celfus  and  Scribonius  Largus. 

This  ambiguity  in  the  terms  exprefling  weights  and 
meafures  is  univerfal  and  very  ancient ;  infomuch 
that  Galen  cenfures  phyficians  for  not  diflinguifhing  in 
their  pharmaceutic  writings,  whether  by  pounds  and 
ounces  they  meant  in  liquids,  meafures* or  weights 
But  there  is  an  error  crept  into  the  practice  of  our 
pharmacy,  peculiar  to  ourfelves,  from  the  cultem  in 
this  country  of  appropriating  different  fpecies  of 
weights  to  different  commodities.  The  filverfmiths 
ufe,  what  is  called  Troy  weight,  by  whom  the  pound 

is

is  divided  into  twelve  ounces,  the  ounce  into  twenty 
peny- weights,  and  the  peny- weight  into  twenty-four 
grains.  But  in  common  another  fpecies  of  weighty 
called  Averdepois,  is  ufed,  in  which  the  pound  is 
greater  than  the  other,  and  differently  divided  :  the 
former  contains  5760  Troy  grains,  this  about  700O;. 
and  this  pound  is  divided  into  16  ounces,  and  each 
ounce  into  16  parts  called  drams,  fo  that  in  this  fpecies 
of  weight,  though  it  have  the  greater  pound,  the 
ounce  is  about  TV  part  lefs  than  the  Troy  ounce.  Now 
as  in  pharmacy  it  has  been  the  general  cudom  to  divide 
the  pound  into  twelve  ounces,  and  in  all  the  editions 
of  our  pharmacopoeia  it  is  fo  defcribed  ;  the  fcale- 
makers  for  the  ufe  of  the  apothecaries  divide  the  Troy 
ounce  into  drams,  fcruples,  and  grains,  as  diredled  in 
our  difpenfatory,  that  8  drams  make  an  ounce,  3  fcru- 
ples  a  dram,  and  20  grains  a  fcruple,  thefe  grains 
being  the  fame,  as  thofe  in  the  filverfmiths  divifiom 
But  as  the  druggifts  and  grocers  fell  by  the  Averdepois 
weight,  few  apothecaries  keep  weights  adjuffed  to  the 
Troy  pound  greater  than  two  drams  ;  but  for  all  above 
ufe  Averdepois  weights.  By  this  means  in  all  the 
eompofitions  of  this  book,  where  the  ingredients  are 
prefcribed,  feme  by  pounds,  and  others  in  ounces* 
they  are  taken  in  a  wrong  proportion  to  each  other ; 
and  the  fame  happens,  when  any  are  directed  in  lefler 
denominations  than  the  ounce,  as  thefe  fubdivifions 
ufed  by  the  apothecaries  are  made  to  a  different 
©unce  *.  This  erroneous  pra&ice  had  even  difturbed 
the  regularity  of  the  defcriptions  in  our  pharmacopoeia  : 

all

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all  the  old  compofitions  are  defcribed  by  Troy  weight, 
but  many  of  thole  more  lately  received  are  defcribed 
in  Averdepois  weight.  This  irregularity  in  our  book 
might  have  been  corrected  two  ways,  either  by  ad¬ 
juring  the  old  medicines  to  the  Averdepois,  or  the 
new  ones  to  the  Troy.  The  latter  method  was  chofen 
for  thefe  reafons.  By  this  our  book  is  kept  conform¬ 
able  to  the  generality  of  pharmaceutic  writings  ;  and 
in  the  other  way  the  apothecaries  mud  have  all  pro¬ 
vided  themfelves  with  a  new  fet  of  drams,  fcruples, 
and  grains  adjufted  to  the  Averdepois  ounce,  and  the 
dofes  of  all  medicines  prefcribed  hereafter  by  thefe 
weights  would  have  wanted  -*r  part  of  their  prefent 
quantity. 

BUT  now  in  relation  -to  the  feveral  heads,  into 
which  this  book  is  divided ;  in  the  firft  place  it  is 
endeavoured  to  give  fo  diftincl  a  defcription  of  the 
weights  and  meafures  ufed  in  this  country,  and  which 
of  them  is  intended  in  this  book,  that  the  apothe¬ 
caries  may  no  longer  lie  under  any  miftake  in  this 
refpect. 

•  • 

The  next  head  is  the  lift  or  catalogue  of  fimple 
medicines,  which  in  the  preceding  draught  contain¬ 
ed  only  fuch  fimples,  as  entred  the  compofitions  of 
the  book  ;  which  method  was  taken  to  reduce  it 
from  that  ufelefs  length,  to  which  it  had  been  ex¬ 
tended.  But  as  the  committee  then  propofed,  that 
any  other  fimples  might  be  added  to  it,  which  are 
occasionally  prefcribed  ;  they  have  here  inferred  fuch, 
as  they  apprehend  to  be  raoft  generally  ufed. 

This  catalogue  is  now  drawn  up  in  two  columns. 
The  firft  contains  the  plants,  and  their  refpecftive 

e  parts,

parts >  as  alfo  all  the  other  drugs,  united  into  one 
lid  under  their  officinal  names  in  alphabetic  order. 
The  fecond  contains,  where  neceffary  and  free  from 
difpute,  a  more  definite  defcription  of  each  particu¬ 
lar  ;  in  the  plants,  chiefly  by  exhibiting  the  name, 
which  the  fpecies  intended  bears  among  the  bota- 
nifls :  and  where  different  plants  may  be  promifcuoufly 
ufed,  each  is  defcribed.  Thus  the  abrotanum  of  the 

firfl  article  is  defcribed  to  be  either  abrotanum  mas  an- 

» 

guflifolium  Cafparis  Baubini ,  or  abrotanum  foemina  foliis 
teretibus  of  the  fame  author,  being  the  fantolina  foliis 
tereiibus  Tournefortii.  The  botanical  name  here  cho- 
fen  for  each  plant  is  generally  that  of  Cafpar  Bau - 
hinus  in  his  Pinax :  where  that  work  is  deficient  or 
fufpedled  of  error,  other  writers  are  referred  to . 
When  Ray  and  Tournefort  in  their  methods  have  gi¬ 
ven  to  any  plants  peculiar  names,  thofe  are  alfo 
ufually  here  fet  down. 

The  third  head  is  defigned  for  the  reception  of 
fuch  preparations,  as  could  not  conveniently  be  re¬ 
duced  under  any  of  the  following  articles.  For  in- 
fiance,  the  levigating  of  terreflrious  fubftances  is  re¬ 
quired  for  paofl  of  the  powders  ;  but  as  this  ope¬ 
ration  is  alfo  referred  to  in  fome  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  articles,  and  the  head  of  powders  was  intend¬ 
ed  to  conflfl  intirely  of  compofitions,  it  muft 
have  an  earlier  place  in  the  book ;  and  there¬ 
fore  can  fliand  no  where,  but  here.  Again,  purified 
lard  and  fewet  are  ufed  for  piaiflers  and  unguents, 
but  are  themfelves  neither:  alfo  opium  and  other 
gums,  as  galbanum ,  ammoniacum ,  and  the  like,  are 
indeed  infpiffated  juices,  but  are  rarely  called  by  that 
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name  ;  therefore  their  purification  deferves  a  place 
here,  rather  than  under  the  head  of fuccu 

Some  few  fet  under  this  head  in  the  former  draught 
properly  enough  belong  to  following  articles,  and 
are  accordingly  now  transferred  thither  ;  oleum  myrrbee 
per  dsliquium  is  intirely  expunged,  as  not  being  in 
any  ufe. 

The  following  articles  of  conferva  ^  condita ,  fucciy 
clea  per  exprejfionem  require  no  explication :  unlefs 
it  be  requifite  to  mention  a  fmall  alteration  in  the 
fucci  fcorbutici ,  which  are  rendred  fomewhat  more 
Ample  by  changing  the  two  fpecies  of  cocbkaria  to  that 
alone,  which  is  the  more  efficacious. 

The  next  confifts  of  extracts  and  prepared  re¬ 
fines. 

The  extract  of  the  cortex  Peruvianus  was  di~ 
reded  to  be  prepared  partly  by  fpirit,  and  partly 
by  water  ;  which  is  the  ufual  pradice  in  making 
it.  But  this  method  deferves  to  be  well  confidered. 
This  medicine  is  of  great  importance,  being  deftgned 
for  the  ule  of  fuch,  whofe  ftomachs  prove  fo  tender^ 
as  not  to  be  capable  of  bearing  the*  b£rk  in  fub- 
ftance  in  the  quantity  requifite.  Now  all  the  vinous 
fpirits,  which  will  ever  be  ufed  for  this  procefs  with 
us,  are  accompanied  with  fome  degree  of  a  bad  fla¬ 
vour,  the  melaffes  fpirit  not  excepted.  This  flavour 
adheres  moft  flrongly  to  the  phlegm,  and  is  very 
offenfive  to  weak  ftomachs.  And  when  a  tindure 
is  made  from  the  bark  in  any  fuch  fpirit,  and  the 
fpirit  again  evaporated  j  it  is  fcarce  poffible,  as  the 
phlegm  of  the  fpirit  evaporates  laft,  but  the  extrad 
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mull  in  feme  degree  be  tainted  with  the  ill  flavour 
of  this  phlegm.  But  water  alone  will  make  a  com- 
pleat  extract  from  the  bark  ;  the  refinous  parts, 
for  the  fake  of  which  fpirit  is  brought  in  aid,  boil 
out  mod:  plentifully  in  the  firft  decodtion  ;  and  after 
the  bark  has  been  boiled  in  a  due  number  of  wa¬ 
ters,  it  has  been  found  by  experiment,  that  what 
fpirit  of  wine  will  afterwards  extract  is  quite  incon¬ 
siderable  :  nor  is  the  number  of  boilings,  or  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  water  required  for  this  effedt  fo  great,  as  to 
leave  any  juft  pretence  for  making  the  medicine  in 
the  ccurfe  of  bufitiefs  otherwife. 

The  extra  Hum  Rudil  is  a  medicine  of  fingular  im¬ 
portance,  and  performs  what  is  expected  from  it  fo 
well,  that  much  caution  is  required  in  any  attempt 
towards  improving  it,  though  the  medicine  would 
be  yet  more  valuable,  if  it  could  be  rendred  fome- 
thing  lefs  offenfive  to  the  ftomach.  Perhaps  a  di¬ 
minution  of  the  coloquintida  might  anfwer  that  end  ; 
but  as  this  medicine  is  relied  on  in  cafes,  where  the 
life  of  the  patient  depends  on  its  taking  effedf,  the 
committee  could  not  venture  upon  fuch  an  altera¬ 
tion  withqut  full  experience,  that  the  certainty  of  its 
operating  would  not  be  prejudiced  thereby.  But  they 
apprehend,  the  medicine  may  without  any  danger 
of  this  kind  be  rendred  more  Ample  by  fubftituting 
a  proper  quantity  of  aloes  for  what  the  agarick,  black- 
hellebore,  and  turbith  yield  to  the  extra#,  which  is 
found  by  experiment  to  be  but  little.  Alfo  as  the 
efficacy  of  the  fpices  confifts  in  their  volatile  parts, 
their  place  will  be  more  judicioufly  fupplied  by  fome 
fpecies  of  another  character.  This  medicine,  as  in 
the  prefent  pharmacopoeia,  not  being  the  original 

form 
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form  afcribed  to  Euftachius  Rudius ,  and  by  thefe  al¬ 
terations  differing  ftill  more,  it  is  here  called  ex- 
tradlum  catharticum .  Indeed  the  competition  deli¬ 
vered,  as  the  celebrated  fecret  of  Rudius  *,  fcarce 
ought  to  have  borne  his  name  ;  for,  except  one  in¬ 
gredient  only,  the  turbith,  the  fame  is  deferibed 
by  Andernaeus  under  the  name  of  extradlum  folutorium 
compofitum  f. 

Pure  refines  diffolving  ill  in  the  ffomach,  the  re¬ 
fine  of  jalap  is  now  changed  for  a  more  compound 
extra#  from  that  root. 

In  the  laft  place  two  extracts  not  in  the  former 
draught,  one  from  the  lignum  Campechenfc ,  the  other 
from  guaiacum  are  now  added. 

I  n  the  next  head,  containing  fates  ct  fpiritus  fa- 
lini ,  the  directions  for  the  preparations  are  review¬ 
ed.  Where  it  was  thought  of  confequence,  the 
circumftances  ufually  obferved  in  practice,  as  the  moft 
commodious  method  of  performing  the  procefs,  are 
particularly  deferibed. 

In  the  falts,  which  excite  effervefcence,  though  the 
juft  term  of  mixing  is,  till  the  effervefcence  ceafes, 
and  the  falts  ufed  in  thefe  precedes  can  fcarce  be 
always  fo  perfectly  alike,  as  to  admit  any  other  way 
of  affigning  with  exaCtnefs  the  juft  proportion  be¬ 
tween  them  ;  yet  for  the  better  direction  of  the  ope¬ 
rator  is  fet  down  by  what  proportion  this  faturation 
is  for  the  moft  part  nearly  to  be  effected. 

In  the  fpiritus  nitri  dulcis  it  is  neceffary  to  fpecify 
the  proportion  between  the  two  fpirits  3  and  though

authors  direct  this  preparation  with  all  the  kinds  of 
fpirit  of  nitre,  yet  it  is  here  ordered  with  Glauber7 s 
only ;  for  left  at  large  the  dofe  of  the  medicine  will 
be  altogether  uncertain.  Hoffman  is  very  circum- 
ftantial  in  his  defcription  of  this  procefs;  not  only 
directing  the  fpirit  of  nitre  to  be  poured  into  the 
other,  but  a’fo,  that  this  fhould  be  done  gradually  *  : 
whereas  this  flow  mixing  is  a  caution  quite  unnecef- 
fary  ;  the  whole  quantities  may  be  put  together  at 
once  ;  and  it  is  alfo  for  the  moft  part  indifferent, 
which  liquor  is  poured  into  the  other,  when  it  can 
be  done  without  intermiflion  or  (jielay  ;  though  it  is 
the  ufual  practice  among  our  chemifls  to  pour  the 
fpirit  of  nitre  on  the  other ;  which  method  is  here 
chofen,  as  it  is  the  fecureft,  when  the  quantities  to 
be  mixed  are  great,  or  if  the  operator  ftiould  be 
carelefs  ;  for  then  no  difturbance  arifes,  though  the 
mixture  be  flowly  performed. 

The  forms  of  diftilling  the  acid  fpirits  from  nitre 
and  fea  fait  by  the  means  of  bole,  or  other  the  like 
earths,  though  ufually  defended  in  pharmacopoeias, 
are  now  omitted,  thefe  fpirits  not  being  fubfervient 
to  any  procefs  of  this  book. 

In  like  manner  there  being  in  the  former  draught 
three  falts,  fal  polychrejlus ,  nitrum  vitriolatum ,  and 
iartarum  vitriolatum ,  which  are  very  fimilar  in  quali¬ 
ties,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  omit  the  firft, 
that  form  not  being  much  preferibed  among  us. 

The  lapis  infernalis  having  been  laid  afide  by  our 
moft  fkilful  furgeons,  and  our  caujlicum  commune  for¬ 
tius  ufed  in  its  room,  the  firft  is  here  omitted.

There  is  on  the  other  hand  added  afpirit  from 
fal-ammoniac  with  fpirit  of  wine  without  any  aroma¬ 
tics  ;  thofe  in  the  fpiritus  volatilis  oleofus  being  alfo 
here  altered. 

Our  chemifts  in  practice  find  a  difficulty  in  pre¬ 
paring  with  their  common  aqua  forth ,  what  is 
ufually  called  red  precipitate,  but  is  here  named 
mercurius  corrofivus  ruber  ;  infomuch,  that  fome  few, 
who  make  it  with  us,  employ  a  compound  fpirit, 
fuch  as  was  defcribed  in  our  former  draught  :  but 
the  fuccefs  of  the  procefs  may  be  very  well  fecu- 
red  by  diftilling  the  aqua  forth  firfl  from  a  final! 
quantity  of  fait ;  and  for  this  purpofe  fuch  a  prepara¬ 
tion  is  here  inferted  under  the  title  of  aqua  forth 
compofita. 

The  procefs  for  foap  after  Mr.  Geoffrey's  man¬ 
ner  *  is  likewife  now  changed,  though  his  requires 
the  lead  apparatus,  and  would  be  mod  eafily  per¬ 
formed  by  the  apothecary  :  for  foap  having  been 
made  after  his  manner  with  the  leys  of  our  Lon¬ 
don  foap-boilers,  and  compared  with  fome  pre¬ 
pared  the  more  common  way,  both  of  the  foft 
and  hard  kind,  from  the  fame  materials^  the  oil  in 
each  being  of  the  fined  fort  ;  his  ke^)t  worfe  than 
the  others ;  while  they  remained  finooth  to  the  tade, 
his  was  grown  very  rancid :  the  oil  and  leys  feem 
not  in  this  to  come  to  fo  perfect  a  union,  as  they 
ought.  The  defign  of  inferting  a  preparation  of 
foap  here  is,  that  we  may  be  furnifhed  with  this 
medicine  compofed  of  purer  materials,  than  the  foaps 
in  common  ufe.  If  oil  olive  is  chofen  with  proper 
care,  this  foap  will  be  evidently  much  more  grate¬ 
ful

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ful  than  the  moll:  celebrated  of  any  of  the  prefect 
kinds.  But  we  have  directed  the  ufe  of  oil  of  aB 
mends. 

The  names  of  one  or  two  articles  in  this  head 
are  for  the  fake  of  propriety  changed.  The  fait, 
in  the  former  draught  called  fal  Sennerti ,  is  now 
named  fal  ajuretlcus.  The  term  oil  of  vitriol  lias 
been  eftablifhed  by  fuch  conflant  ufe,  that  it  might  ap¬ 
pear  affeClation  in  a  private  author  to  attempt  the 
changing  it ;  but  the  college  is  not  under  the  fame 
reflraint.  Therefore  the  committee  having  refolved 

r-  t  • 

upon  a  general  correction  of  the  impropriety  in  names, 
have  called  this  liquor,  what  it  really  is,  fpiri¬ 
tus  vitriolic  but  with  the  additional  epithet  forth 
to  diflinguifh  it  from  the  weaker  acid  obtained  from 
the  fame  fait,  ufually  called  fpirit  of  vitriol,  to 
which  they  add  the  title  of  tenuis.  This  term  of 
oleum  vitrioli  being  now  reformed,  it  was  requifite 
alfo  to  change  the  name  of  the  acid  fpirit  obtained 
from  fulphur  into  fpiritus  fulphuris  ^  which  had  ufual¬ 
ly  in  conformity  to  the  other  the  nanle  of  oil  al¬ 
fo  given  it.  The  preparation  introduced  in  the  for¬ 
mer  draught  under  the  name  of  fpiritus  afee  fee  tides 
volatilis  being  now  more  concifely  called  fpiritus  vo- 
latilis  feetidus  ;  that  before  filled  fpiritus  volatilis  oleofus , 
is  now  in  oppofiticn  to  the  other  named  fpiritus  vo¬ 
latilis  aromaticus . 

The  two  following  articles,  olea  chemica,  and  re- 
fino fa  et  fulphur  ea  require  but  little  illuflration.  He- 
par  fulphuris  is  omitted,  being  only  ufeful  for  the 
jyrupus  fulphuris  now  alfo  expunged.  The  two 
balfams  of  fulphur,  the  anifatum  and  tartarizatum ,  $re 
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alfo  patted  by  ;  the  firft  being  ufually  adulterated  by 
adding  oil  of  anifeeds  to  the  fimple  balfarn,  and  the 
other  being  of  little  confequence. 

Here  lac  fulphuris ,  which  is  a  powder,  is  now  more 
properly  called  fulphur  pracipitatum ,  and  Van  Hel¬ 
mut's  phantaftical  term  of  gas,  invented  by  him  to 
denominate  fome  of  his  imaginary  conceptions 
is  avoided  by  giving  to  the  impregnation  of  water 
with  the  fume  of  fulphur  the  more  fimple  appella¬ 
tion  of  aqua  fulphur  at  a. 

In  the  next  article  intitled  metallica  it  has  been 
thought  necelfary  to  infert  fome  method  of  purify¬ 
ing  quickfilver,  which  is  too  often  adulterated.  Re¬ 
vivifying  it  from  cinnabar  is  an  operofe  method r 
and  it  is  imagined,  that  fimple  diftilling  it,  and  waffl¬ 
ing  it  well  afterwards  may  fuffice. 

There  is  alfo  added,  what  is  ufually  called  ful¬ 
phur  antimonii  anratum ,  but  here  pr&cipitatum.  But 
whereas  in  this  procefs  the  precipitation  is  by  chemical 
writers  directed  with  diflilled  vinegar,  of  which  it  con- 
fumes  a  very  large  quantity  :  our  practical  chemifts 
have  introduced  the  ufe  of  the  hronger  acid  of  fea 
fait :  and  this  compendium  is  herecompUed^with*  both 
preparations  of  the  medicine  having  been  compa¬ 
red  by  repeated  trials,  wherein  no  difference  in  any 
fenfible  e  (feeds  could  be  difcovered. 

Our  chemifis  generally  neglecting  to  wafh  the  * 
crocus  metallorum ,  they  are  put  to  great  difficulty  in 
preparing  emetic  tartar,  and  the  medicine  at  la  ft  is 
rendered  very  precarious.  To  obviate  this  error  as 
much,  as  poffible,  here  is  added  the  wafning  of  the 
cr&cus  in  a  feparate  article, 

f  Emetic 
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Emetic  tartar  having  been  long  made  after  this  im- 
perfeft  manner,  the  committee  do  not  think  they 
have  fufficient  authority  from  experience  to  approve 
of  the  modern  parcimony  in  preparing  crocus  metal- 
lorum  with  a  lefs  quantity  of  nitre,  than  is  ordina¬ 
rily  diredfed  by  authors :  they  have  therefore  re¬ 
tained  the  ancient  form-  But  in  the  former  draught 
they  fubjoined  a  crocus  mftalloriwi  with  half  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  nitre  under  the  name  of  crocus  metallorum 
mklor ,  this  having  been  recommended  to  them  by 
one  of  their  members,  as  an  antimonial  of  mild  ope¬ 
ration,  when  given  in  fubftance,  and  of  eminent 
effecfts  in  many  cafes.  The  committee  have  no  rea- 
fon  to  determine  otherwife  of  it ;  but  fome  trials 
reported  to  them,  where  the  operation  of  this,  and 
the  other  crocus  were  compared,  have  induced 
them  to  leave  this  preparation  to  be  farther  exa¬ 
mined.  In  the  mean  time  they  fhall  here  give  a  par¬ 
ticular  "defcripfion  of  the  procefs  recommended  to 
them.  When  antimony  is  mixed  with  half  its  weight 
of  nitre,  and  thrown  into  a  crdcible  red  hot,  it  de¬ 
flagrates,  and  if  the  fire  be  raifed  high  enough,  the 
mixture  melts,  and  feoria:  feparate,  as  in  the  other 
crocus  i  buf  if°the  heat  be  not  fo  ftrong,  it  does  not 
melt,  nor  is  this  feparation  made.  The  gentleman, 
who  propofed  this  medicine  to  the  committee,  pre¬ 
pares  it  with  this  lefier  degree  of  fire. 

Some  few  other  antimonials  alfo  are  now  omitted, 
together  with  the  magiftery  of  bifmuth,  as  prepara¬ 
tions  of  little  confequence  :  the  cerujfa  antimonii ,  and 
bezoar  miner  ale  differ  no  otherwife  from  the  more  com¬ 
mon  diaphoretic  antimony,  than  by  varying  the  form 
of  reducing  the  reguline  part  of  antimony  to  a  calx. 

The 
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The  committee  have  been  furprized  by  a  charge 
an  undue  negled  of  method  in  the  procefs  for 
corrofive  fublimate,  becaufe  they  direct  fome  fub¬ 
limate  to  be  ufed  in  mixing  the  materials.  T  hough 
certainly,  as  it  is  not  the  defign  of  this  book  to 
deferibe  all  the  poffible  ways  of  performing  each  ope¬ 
ration.,  but  the  moil  ufual  and  commodious  ;  what¬ 
ever  fault  is  here  committed  againft  method,  is  not 
to  be  charged  upon  this  defeription,  but  upon  the 
makers  of  the  preparation  ;  and  as  this  is  the  moft 
-convenient  means  for  mixing  the  materials,  the  com¬ 
mittee  cannot  advife  the  college  to  infift  upon  its 
being  done  otherwife,  becaufe  this  may  be  deemed 
immethodical.  Some  means  is  requifite  to  take  off 
the  adhefion  of  the  parts  of  the  quickfilver  to  one 
another,  and  facilitate  its  diftribudon  among  the 
.other  ingredients.  As  a  fmall  quantity  of  fublimate 
.wiil  readily  perform  this  office,  and  is  of  the-  fame 
kind  with  the  preparation  itfelf ;  it  is  here  the  moll 
commodious  of  any  material  fit  for  this  purpofe, 
and  lays  the  operator  under  no  difficulty;  fmee  fub¬ 
limate  is  always  to  be  procured,  wherever  the  reft 
of  the  materials  for  the  procefs  can  be  piyrckafed. 

In  this  article  the  names  of  many  of  the  prepara¬ 
tions  are  changed. 

It  has  beep  propofed  to  the  committee  to  change 
the  name  of  mercurius pracipitatus  per  fe  to  mercurius  cal- 
cinatus ,  which  they  cannot  but  approve.  Mercurius  pres- 
ci pit  at  us  ruber  is  with  equal  impropriety  ftiled  a  precipi¬ 
tate.  This  they  have  named  mercurius  corrofivus  ruber , 
and  for  noting  more  exprefsly  the  diftin&ion  be¬ 
tween  this  and  mercurius  corrofivus  fublimatus ,  they  have 
given  this  fublimate  the  additional  name  of  corrofivus  al~ 
bus.  The  name  calomelas  they  have  now  omitted,  and 
under  the  name  of  mercurius  dulcis  fublimatus  have  di- . 
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reeled  the  fublimation  to  be  fix  times  performed, 
which  has  been  underftood  to  be  denoted  under  the 
name  of  calomel.  The  appellation  arcanum  coratti- 
num  may  alfo  very  fitly  be  changed  for  feme  other  lefs 
affedted,  fuppofe  mercurius  corallinus  ;  though  the  term 
arcanum  does  not  mean,  even  in  the  mouth  of  Pa- 
racelfus ,  as  might  be  thought,  afecret  known  only 
to  fome  enlightened  adept,  but  implies  no  more  than 
a  medicine,  that  produces  its  effedls  by  fome  hidden 
property,  of  the  kind  with  thofe,  which  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  fchools  were  faid  to  operate  tetd fub - 
Jiantid *.  T'urpctbnm  miner  ale  is  a  phantaflical  title  of 
a  medicine,  which  may  with  propriety  be  called 
mercurius  emeticus  flavus.  Among  the  antimonials  cro¬ 
cus  metallorum  were  more  fitly  fliled  crocus  antimo- 
mi ,  oleum  antimonii  more  properly  caujlicum  antimo - 
male ,  and  antimonium  diaphoreticum ,  till  its  medical  qua* 
litres  (hall  be  better  agreed  on,  may  more  unexcep- 
tionably  be  called  antimonii  calx . 

The  committee  in  their  former  draught  fubflitut* 
ed  another  name  for  ens  veneris ,  not  only  for  the 
fake  of  propriety,  but  to  remove  the  occafion  of 
the  miftake  cpmmitted  in  our  prefent  pharmacopoeia, 
which  has  been  followed  by  others  f ,  of  directing 

the

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the  preparation  with  blue  vitriol  ;  whereas  it  was  ori¬ 
ginally  made  with  a  chalybeate  vitriol  by  Mr.  Style, 
the  author  of  it,  as  appears  from  his  account  of 
the  colour  of  the  preparation,  and  the  property  he 
afcribes  to  it,  of  turning  a  tin<5lure  of  galls  to  am 
inky  blacknefs  *  ;  though  from  his  not  knowing  the 
qualities  of  the  vitriol,  he  ufed,  he  gave  it  the  name 
we  have  changed,  and  afcribes  its  effects  to  copper  f. 
Vitriols  are  of  various  kinds  ;  our  copperas  fcarce 
contains  any  metal,  but  iron,  the  blue  vitriol  ufed 
by  the  furgeons  abounds  in  copper,  though  it  is 
not  deflitute  of  iron  ;  in  thofe  of  Dantzick  and  Gtf- 
lar ,  both  which  Mr.  Boyle  recommends  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  iron  is  the  principal  metal,  though  they  partake 
of  copper  alfo,  but  in  fo  fmalla  proportion,  that,  when 
the  medicine  is  prepared  with  either  of  thefe  two,  it 
does  not  fenfibly  differ  from  that  ufually  made  from 
our  copperas :  whereas  in  operating  with  blue  vitriol 
the  appearances  are  wholly  changed.  This  vitriol 
does  not  calcine  red,  which  Mr.  Boyle  reprefents  to 
be  the  cafe  in  his  preparation  of  the  medicine.  T  he 
fait  alfo  in  its  firft  fublimation  rifes  not  at  all  yellow, 
but  of  a  greenifh  blue  ;  which  in  fubfequent  fublima- 
tions  becomes  paler,  and  is  changed  *by  The  iron  con¬ 
tained  in  that  vitriol  into  fuch  a  hue,  as  a  mixture  of 
the  firft  fublimation  and  flores  martiales  would  compofe. 
Therefore  when  Mr.  Boyle  propofes  the  Hungarian 
vitriol,  as  the  moft  eligible  for  this  preparation,  he 
either  did  not  mean,  what  has  been  generally  under¬ 
flood  by  it,  the  common  blue  vitriol,  or  inufl  never 
himfelf  have  made  the  preparation  with  it.

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The  diftilled  waters  follow  next,  Thefe  in  our 
prefent  Pharmacopoeia  are  very  redundant  articles, 
the  fpecies  enumerated  in  the  two  articles  of  Ample 
and  compound  waters  amounting  to  above  130.  All 
thefe,  a  very  few  only  excepted,  having  been  difHlled 
feparately  both  with  water  and  fpirit,  the  committee 
found  the  greateft  part  intirely  inftgnificant ;  and 
retrenched  them  accordingly.  But  ft  ill  they  con¬ 
tinued  very  numerous,  in  the  compound  or  fpi- 
rituous  waters  only  exceeding  50.  The  com¬ 
mittee  therefore  have  taken  thefe  articles  again  into 
confideration,  and  have  made  a  fecond  examination 
of  thefe  waters  with  a  view  to  their  general  ule  in  me¬ 
dicine,  Diftilled  waters  may  properly  be  divided  into 
two  forts  ;  fueh  as  ferve  chiefly  for  vehicles  to  more 
efficacious  medicines,  and  fuch  as  deferve  a  place  on 
account  of  their  own  medical  virtues.  The  principal 
care  in  the  firft  of  thefe  is  to  render  them  as  agreeable, 
as  pofllble.  Now  our  waters  have  generally  been  in¬ 
troduced  under  pretence  of  fome  medical  intention, 
and  the  palate  has  been  little  confulted  in  their  com¬ 
petition  ;  and  fuch  of  thefe,  as  are  continued  in  ufe 
only  for  vehicles,  are  yet  uncorredted  in  what  is  ex¬ 
ceptionable  in  tlfeir  tafte  or  flavour  :  for  inftance,  aqua 
pczonia  compofita  was  firft  received  under  the  pompous 
title  of  aqua  cpileptica ;  and  though  no  one  at  this  time 
expedts  any  fuch  mighty  eflfedts  from  it,  yet  it  is  ftill 
prefcribed  as  a  vehicle,  more,  perhaps,  than  any 
other,  though  it  has  nothing  farther  to  recommend  it, 
than  its  being  lefs  loaded  with  ingredients  than  moll: 
of  the  reft ;  for  the  ingredients  themfelves,  except 
the  fpices,  are  in  regard  to  tafte  and  flavour  fufficiently 
liable  to  objedtion.  The  committee  therefore  have 
refolved  to  propofe  to  the  confideration  of  the  college, 
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anew  fet  of  waters  without  much  confining  them*, 
felvcs  to  the  prefent  compositions.  And,  that  they 
might  not  be  fufpecfred  of  any  precipitancy  herein, 
they  chofe  rather  to  undergo  the  fecond  labour  of  di¬ 
stilling  feparately  the  ingredients,  which  they  had 
left  in  the  waters  of  their  former  draught,  examining 
each,  as  well  apart,  as  by  compounding  them  va- 
rioufly  together.  And  upon  the  whole  they  have 
come  to  this  refolution,  that  the  ingredients  fit  to  be 
retained  in  diftilled  waters  are  reducible  to  thefe  clafTes ; 
either  fpices,  warm  feeds  and  berries,  fragrant  herbs, 
flowers,  and  fruits,  or  fuch  as  are  endued  with  a 
pungent  tafle  and  flavour.  They  likewife  find,  that 
to  render  waters  pleafant  it  is  above  all  things  neceflary 
to  compound  very  fparingly. 

Upon  thefe  principles  they  retain  the  cinnamon  wa~ 
ter,  and  prcpofe  a  lighter  fpice  water,  with  nutmeg, 
which  differs  not  efientially  from  the  prefent  aqua  ne- 
phritica ,  the  flores  fpince  alba:  being  of  little  farther  fig- 
nificancy  than  to  provide  the  water  with  a  name. 
From  the  feeds  of  plants  they  recommend  waters  from 
carui,  and  the  lefler  cardamoms  flngly.  They  could 
not  find  either  of  thefe  improvable  by  being  com¬ 
pounded  with  any  other.  Anifeeds  afford  a  ufeful 
water,  but  of  an  exceptionable  flavour,  unlefs  to  fuch, 
as  by  frequent  ufe  have  reconciled  themfelves  to  it ; 
and  they  think  it  much  improved  by  angelica-feed : 
they  could  not  find  a  third  ingredient  even  amongft 
the  moft  pleafant,  which  would  not  prejudice  the 
compofition.  The  water  from  juniper-berries  alfo  is 
capable  of  improvement ;  for  which  purpofe  they  have 
chofe  both  carui-feeds  and  fennel-feeds,  as  preferable 
to  either  alone.  But  the  water  moft  wanting  correction 
is  the  aqua  rapbani  ruftuanu  This  root  and  the  mbit- 
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aria  bortenjis  join  very  well  together,  giving  a  fimilar 
flavour,  though  it  be  not  a  little  difagreeable  ;  nutmeg 
fupprefles  this  flavour  very  fuccefsfully,  without  fuper- 
adding  any  of  its  own,  being,  as  it  were,  loft  in  the 
other ;  to  this  orange-peel,  no  incongruous  ingre¬ 
dient  to  the  intention  of  the  medicine,  adds  a  flavour 
very  agreeable.  Orange-peel  gives  a  water,  which  re¬ 
quires  no  addition  to  improve  it :  and  as  in  fevers,  and 
in  whatever  other  cafes  the  flomach  and  palate  are  fub- 
je<5t  to  receive  quick  difguff,  cordial  waters,  efpecially 
if  to  be  long  continued,  ought  to  be  but  lightly  im¬ 
pregnated  with  any  flavour,  however  agreeable  ;  the 
committee  have  compofed  their  orange-peel  Water  with 
a  fmall  portion  only  of  the  peel,  to  anfwer  this  inten¬ 
tion,  as  they  apprehend  this  flavour,  fo  generally  ac¬ 
ceptable,  to  be  as  fuitable,  as  any,  for  this  purpofe  ; 
and  the  nutmeg-water  is  alfo  fo  lightly  impregnated 
with  the  flavour  of  the  fpice,  as  to  correfpond  in  the 
fame  intention  ;  thefe  two  will  alfo  mix  together  very 
agreeably.  Scarce  any  of  the  waters  in  ufe  are  tole¬ 
rably  adapted  for  fatisfying  this  fo  neceflary  an  inten¬ 
tion  :  aqua  pesonta  compofita  is  generally  chofen,  as  the 
leaft  exceptionable,  our  prefen t  pharmacopoeia  can 
furnifh.  The  committee  like  wife  recommend  waters 
from  the  aromatic  herbs,  mint,  penyroyal,  rofemary, 
fmgly,  in  preference  to  any  compofition  of  them  with 
one  another.  Here  is  alfo  inferted  a  fpirit  with  laven¬ 
der  alone,  and  the  prefent  fpiritus  lavendula  compofitus 
fupplied  by  a  tin&ure  from  this  fpirit  compounded 
with  a  due  proportion  of  the  Jpiritus  rorifmarinu 
In  the  fyflem  of  waters,  which  the  committee  here 
propofe,  no  mixture  of  ingredients  is  made  in  any 
without  a  diflinct  reafon  for  each.  The  compound 
waters,  as  they  ftand  in  ouf  prefent  pharmacopoeia, 
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are  the  tnoft  faulty  in  regard  to  the  redundancy  and 
irregularity  of  the  compofitions,  of  any  article  in  the 
whole  book  ;  infomuch  that  fcarce  any  of  them  are 
free  from  this  cenfure.  The  aqua  abfintbii  magis  com - 
pojita  is  ufually  prefcribed  with  bitter  infufions.  Now 
the  committee  have  carefully  laboured  in  fearch  of  a 
bitter  infufion,  which  might  be  as  agreeable,  as  pof~ 
frble,  and  they  think  with  fome  fuccefs ;  but  the  con- 
fufed  and  difguftful  flavour  of  this  water  added  to  it 
will  render  all  their  pains  ineffectual.  Aqua  abfintbii 
minus  compofita  has  indeed  no  addition  to  render  its 
flavour  exceptionable  farther,  than  what  arifes  from 
the  wormwood  itfelf.  Aqua  angelica  magis  compofita 
is  fcarce  at  prefcnt  in  ufe,  and  is  little  more  than  a 
compofition  of  angelica  and  fpices,  except  the  abfurd 
addition  offaffron  and  cardamom- feeds  in  the  trifling 
quantity  of  two  drams  to  four  gallons  of  the  water, 
that  is,  not  a  quarter  of  a  grain  to  an  ounce.  No  one 
afcribes  to  aqua  epidemia  any  qualities,  its  title  would 
imply  ;  its  flavour  is  that  of  angelica  rendered  offen- 
five  by  numerous  additions,  for  the  molt  part  in  them- 
felves  difagreeable.  Aqua  flqrum  chamameli  compofita  is 
principally  compofed  of  warm  feeds  andlierbs  preju¬ 
diced  in  their  flavour  by  their  multiplicity.  Aqua  bryonies 
compofita  is  intended  to  accompany  a  fpecies  of  medir 
cines,  which  are  difagreeable  to  the  palate  ;  and  inftead 
of  being  contrived  to  alleviate  that  inconvenience,  it  is 
a  collection  of  the  fame  flavours  ;  whereas  a  fmall  aug¬ 
mentation  of  dofe  in  the  medicines  themfelves  would  a* 
bundantly  compensate  any  affiftance  to  be  expected 
from  this  water,  and  leave  room  for  the  ufe  of  a  more 
agreeable  vehicle.  The  beft  parts  of  aquaStepkaniare  to 
be  found  among  the  waters,  the  committee  have  here 
put  down,  which  in  this  water  are  hurt  by  too  nu- 
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merotts  a  compofitiom  The  predominant  flavour  of 
aqua  theriacalh  is  from  the  rue  and  angelica  ;  the  reft 
contribute  only  enough  to  render  the  whole  more  of- 
fenlive.  What  qualities  it  can,  receive  from  the  nu¬ 
merous  ingredients  of  the  imagined  all-powerful  the- 
riaca,  may  be  eftimated  fey  this,  that  the  whole  fpe- 
cies  of  that  eledfary  employed  in  half  an  ounce  of  the 
water,  its  ufual  dcfe,  amounts  not  to  a  fingle  grain  : 
the  mithridate,  with  which  our  pharmacopoeia  by 
the  advice  of  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne  has  the  honour 
of  enriching  the  compofition,  being  alfo  juft  of  the 
feme  importance  in  it.  In  fhort  if  any  compofi¬ 
tion  in  our  book  yet  partakes  of  ancient  ftiperftition, 
it  is  this.  But  as  fome  water  with  the  addition 
of  vinegar  may  be  defired*,  the  committee  cannot 
recommend  any  compofition  fitter  for  this  purpofe 
than  a  due  proportion  of  the  ingredients  of  the  aqua 
alexeteria ,  mint,  wormwood,  and  angelica :  the  ul~ 
maria  ^  left  in  that  water  in  the  former  draught,  they 
now  omit,  as  its  flavour  is  overpowered  by  the 
reft.  They  find  angelica  in  a  due  proportion  the  fit¬ 
ted  material  to  remove  a  difagreeable  flavour,  which 
the  vinegar  '‘would  otherwife  give  the  water ;  and  for 
this  reafon  that  herb  is  to  fee  ufed  here  in  a  greater 
proportion  than  in  the  aqua  alexeteria  fimpkx.  In 
the  former  draught  was  added  upon  the  authority 
of  Hoffman  *.  a  fpirit  diftilled  from  camphire  and 
fait  of  tartar,  as  a  fpirit,  which  partook  of  the  qua¬ 
lities  of  the  common  Jpiritus  vinofus  camphoratus ,  yet' 
would  not,  like  that,  turn  milky,  when  mixt  with 
watry  liquors.  But  upon  trial  this  has  been  found 
to  be  a  miftake,  Some  of  the  camphire  rifes  with

this  fpirit  in  diftillation,  though  but  a  fmall  quan- 
tity ;  whence  mixt  with  a  large  portion  of  water  it 
does  not  fenfibly  render  it  turbid  ;  but  in  a  proper 
quantity  it  exhibits  the  fame  appearance,  as  the  more 
common  camphorated  fpirit :  nay  fpirit  diftilled  from 
camphire  with  or  without  the  fait  of  tartar  doe? 
not  feem  to  differ  at  all  in  this  refpedh 

The  committee  have  made  little  alteration  in  their 
Ample  waters^  except  fubftituting  a  water  from  orange 
peel  in  the  room  of  that,  they  propofed  from  lemon 
peel,  as  a  water  that  will  keep  its  flavour  longer ; 
and  have  added  a  water  from  caftor,  this  drug  in 
diftillation  imparting  a  great  degree  of  its  proper 
flavour  to  water,  though  not  at  all  to  fpirit.  Tney 
continue  in  their  refolution  to  recommend  the  banifh- 
ing  aqua  ceraforum  nigrorum ;  for  as  the  water  diftil¬ 
led  from  cherry -ftones  has  been  found,  when  pre¬ 
pared  of  a  certain  degree  of  ftrength,  to  have  the 
like  pernicious  eflfedts  on  the  animals,  where  it  has 
been  tried,  as  the  laurel  water  it  felf ;  they  think 
this  water  by  no  means  fafe  to  be  ufed  in  any  de¬ 
gree  of  ftrength  whatever  to  infants,  in  whom  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  life  are  but  juft  beginning,  as  it  were,  to  move3 
infomuch  that  phyficians  are  not  a  little  •cifcumfpecl, 
iiow  they  truft  that  tender  age  even  with  diftilled 
fpirits.  This  poifonous  quality  in  black  cherry 
water,  when  very  ftrongly  impregnated  by  the  ker¬ 
nels,  was  communicated  from  fome  phyficians  of 
IVorceJler ,  who  made  their  experiments  with  a  water 
diftilled  to  the  quantity  of  a  quart  only  from  four¬ 
teen  pounds  of  cherry-ftones.  The  committee  have 
themfelves  ftnce  repeated  the  fame  experiment,  and 
found  the  effedts-  agreeable  to  thefe  gentlemen's  re- 
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port.  This  water,  no  doubt,  in  a  proper  degree  of 
ftrength  may  very  fafely  be  taken  by  perfons  of  a 
fit  age,  no  lefs  than  fpirits  in  a  moderate  quantity, 
and  therefore  in  judicious  hands  need  not  be  fuf- 
pedted ;  but  as  among#  nurfes,  and  others,  who  have 
the  care  of  young  children,  it  is  at  prefent  become 
the  far#  remedy  again#  the  convulfive  fits,  to  which 
children  are  fo  often  fubject,  and  continually  given 
to  them  upon  every  flight  occafion  ;  the  committee 
think,  the  college  ought  to  (hew  their  difapproba- 
tion  of  this  pradtice  in  the  ftrongeft  manner ;  efpe- 
cially  fince  the  fymptoms,  it  would  produce,  when 
it  fhould  prove  hurtful,  are  fuch,  that  it  is  verypof- 
fible,  it  may  have  often  increafed,  however  unfuf- 
pedted,  that  difeafe,  it  is  imagined  to  cure  ;  and  as 
it  is  ufed  by  phyficians  only  as  a  vehicle  commo¬ 
dious  from  the  agreeablenefs  of  its  tafte,  the  com¬ 
mittee  hope,  that  the  alterations,  they  now  propofe  in 
the  diftilled  waters,  will  render  it  much  lefs  neceftary. 
Add  hereto,  that  the  diftillation  is  frequently  made, 
in  whole,  or  in  part,  from  bitter  almonds,  a  ma¬ 
terial,  which  is  at  lea#  equally  poifcnous  with  th$ 
laurel-l&vjs  themfelves. 

The  infufions  and  deccdlions  follow  the  diftil¬ 
led  waters.  In  thefe  but  little  alteration  has  been 
made.  ' 

The  committee  in  their  former  draught  took  fome 
fteps  toward  reforming  the  decoRum  or  infufum  epi - 
ttiymi,  and  recommended  it  to  farther  confideration 
but  having  received  no  advice  on  that  head,  they 
have  now  omitted  it. 
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Their  irtfufwn  arnarum  fentplex  is  compofed  upon 
this  foundation.  Mott  of  the  ingredients,  which 
ufually  enter  the  compofition  of  bitter  infufions, 
being  prepared  by  them  feparately,  among#  all  the 
#rong  bitters  gentian  gave  the  mo#  unexceptionable 
colour,  but  it  wants  the  afflflance  of  fome  ingredi¬ 
ent  to  furni(h  an  acceptable  flavour ;  fcarce  any  of 
the  bitters  accompanied  with  flavour,  fuch  as  ze~ 
doary,  calamus  arcmaticus ,  and  the  like,  appeared 
to  be  trueiy  grateful,  except  orange  peel  and  car¬ 
damom  feeds  \  galangal,  though  frequently  prefcribed, 
is  of  all  the  mo#  naufeous  :  but  cardamom  feeds 
are  mucilaginous,  and  render  the  liquor  cloudy,  and 
orange  peel  is  accompanied  with  a  hot  oil,  that  re¬ 
quires  it  to  be  but  fparingly  ufed :  lemon  peel  in 
its  outer  rind,  to  which  all  its  flavour  is  confined, 
is  not  a  bitter,  but  fupplies  the  gentian  mo#  fuccef- 
fully  with  what  is  wanted,  infomuch  that  thefe  two 
in  equal  quantity  unite  into  a  very  agreeable  uni¬ 
form  ta#e  ;  though  the  compofition  by  a  moderate 
addition  of  orange  peel  becomes  yet  more  perfecl. 

In  the  former  draught  was  propofed  an  infufton 
of  fena  under  the  name  of  mfufum  Je?ue  limoriiatum 
to  be  prepared  by  the  addition  of  lemon  peel  to 
the  other  there  fet  down  ;  but  this,  will  be  improved 
by  changing  the  cry#als  of  tartar  into  lemon  juice  : 
and  this  is  the  mo#  agreeable  manner,  the  commit¬ 
tee  have  been  able  to  contrive,  in  which  to  admi- 
nifter  fena  to  fuch,  as  are  more  than  ordinarily  of¬ 
fended  with  the  difagreeable  flavour  of  that  medi¬ 
cine.  This  method  of  adding  an- acid  in  the  ;infu~ 
lion,  whether  of  tartar  or  lemon  juice,  is  contrary 
to  that  in  our  prefent  Pharmacopoeia,  where  in  al¬ 
kaline  fait  is  made  an  ingredient.  In  theory  acids 

weaken

weaken  wafcry  tinwares  from  vegetables,  and  alka¬ 
lies  rather  increafe  the  quantity  extracted:  but  ex¬ 
perience  has  fufHciently  fhewn,  that  thefe  infufions, 
as  here  directed,  do  not  fail  ..  in  their  '"intention  j 
and  in  a  medicine  very  naufeous  to  many  it  is  of 
principal  confequence  to  prepare  it  fo,  that  the  light- 
eft  and  lead:  difguftful  parts  may  be  extracted. 

On  this  objection  againft  acids  in  fucb  infuficns 
fome  prepare  the  tin&ure  of  rofes  by  making  the 
infiifion  firft  with  water  only,  and  afterwards  add 
the  oil  of  vitriol ;  but  whatever  the  acid  fpirit  will 
'  hinder  the  water  from  extracting,  it  mud  precipi¬ 
tate,  if  it  be  added  afterwards  ;  though  in  this  pre¬ 
paration  the  oil  of  vitriol  bears  fo  fmall  a  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  water,  that  its  effe<5t  in  this  refpecft  will 
be  very  little  :  the  method  in  our  prefent  pharma¬ 
copoeia  of  dropping  the  oil  of  vitriol  upon  the  rofes, 
before  the  water  is  put  to  them,  is  certainly  faulty, 
as  it  will  fall  on  a  few  of  the  rofes  only,  and  thefe, 
on  which  that  caudic  oil  undiluted  drops,  will  be 
burnt  by  it?  and  their  texture  deftroyed. 

Concerning  the  mixtures,  which  were  fub- 
joined,  as  3  kmd  of  appendix  to  the  preceding  article, 
but  are  now  placed  after  the  tinctures,  nothing  need 
be  remarked.  But  the  articles  of  vim  me  die  at  a,  and 
tinctures,  which  now  follow  in  order,  require  fome 
little  explanation. 

I  n  the  vina  medicaia  the  vinum  viperinum  is  direct¬ 
ed  with  live  vipers. 

In  the  laudanum ,  which,  for  avoiding  that  fan- 
tadical  name,  is  now  called  tinftura  Tbebaica ,  the 
faffron,  with  which  the  tincture  has  been  loaded* 
is  a  ufelefs  ingredient :  it  can  have  no  other  pre- 
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tenfions  to  a  place  here,  than  upon  the  antiquated  and 
ridiculous  conceit  of  its  defending  againft  fome  imagi¬ 
nary  ill  effeds  of  the  opium.  Some  fpice,  that  may 
abate  the  ill  odour  of  the  opium,  will  not  be  ufelefs. 

There  is  added  vinum  aloeticum  alkalmum ,  being  the 
elixir  proprietatis  of  Helmont  rendered  more  fimple. 

To  this  head  is  likewife  added  a  vinous  bitter, 
warmer  in  the  compofitnn  of  its  ingredients,  than 
the  watry  infuiion  ;  and  as  gentian  and  lemon  peel 
make  a  bitter  of  fo  grateful  a  flavour,  the  only  care 
required  in  this  compofition  was  to  chufe  fuch  an 
addition,  as  might  not  prejudice  it ;  the  fpice  here 
made  ufe  of  was  feleded  after  the  trial  of  many 
other  materials. 

The  committee  ftill  approve  the  new  form,  they 
have  chofen  for  the  tinftura  facra.  Since  the  col¬ 
lege  at  the  laft  revifal  of  their  pharmacopoeia  did 
not  fcruple  to  introduce  great  changes  in  the  an¬ 
cient  form  of  the  htera  pi' era,  the  committee  at  pre- 
fent  made  no  difficulty  of  following  the  example  ; 
but  examined  with  full  liberty,  if  it  might  receive 
any  further  improvement.  The  additional  ingre¬ 
dients  to  the  aloes  in  the  form  of  our  pfefent  phar¬ 
macopoeia  are  five  in  number,  befides  the  cochineal, 
whofe  quantity  is  very  fmall,  and  intended  for  co¬ 
louring  the  tincture  only.  Now  in  every  ounce  of 
the  tincture  is  *  imployed  of  all  thefe  together  little 
more  than  feven  grains,  and  fuch  a  fmall  quantity  of 
materials  the  committee  thought  wholly  unneceffia- 
ry  to  divide  into  fo  many  different  parts,  wherein  not 
a  grain  artd  a  half  will  be  allotted  to  each.  But  that 
they  might  not  contract  thefe  without  judgment, 
they  made  trial  of  the  aloes,  and  each  ingredient 
by  it  felf  And  none  of  thefe  alleviating  the  ill 
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fmeii,  with  which  the  beft  aioes  in  common  ufe  is  fof 
the  molt  part  accompanied,  they  eflayed  other  warm 
drugs,  and  among  all  their  trials  they  found  only  the 
clove  flavour  adapted  to  cover  the  aloetic  fmell  ;  and 
this  did  it  very  fuccefcfully.  But  as  the  quantity  of 
cloves  fuflkient  for  this  purpofe  would  not  be  great 
enough  to  communicate  the  fame  degree  of  fpicy 
warmth  to  the  medicine,  as  the  prefent  ingredients ; 
the  committee  chofe  candla  alba ,  whofe  flavour  is  of 
the  fame  kind,  and,  though  milder,  is  fully  effedlual 
for  this,  provided  the  aloes,  with  which  the  medicine 
is  prepared,  is  as  good,  as  it  ought  to  be. 

I  nt  the  tindlures  the  names  of  feveral  are  changed , 
chiefly  to  avoid  affedled  titles  :  but  the  tindlures  of  the 
black  and  white  hellebore  are,  for  a  different  reafon, 
now  denominated  from  other  names  of  thofe  plants, 
that  no  miftake  may  arife  from  the  affinity  of  appella¬ 
tion  in  medicines  of  fo  very  diffimilar  operation. 

Three  tindlures  are  added  ;  one  from  cinnamon, 
another  from  valerian,  and  the  third  a  bitter.  In 
this*  lemon-peel,  which  has  borne  fo  great  a  (hare  in 
the  preceding  preparations  of  this  kind,  is  pafled  by  : 
as  this  tindlure  is  defigned  for  long  keeping,  lefs 
volatile  flavours  are  preferable  ;  and  cardamom-feeds 
are  here  a  very  commodious  ingredient,  as  in  this 
fpirituous  menffruum  they  are  free  from  the  incon¬ 
venience,  with  which  they  are  attended  in  other  li¬ 
quors,  of  rendering  them  untranfparent. 

The  tindlure  of  cantharides  is  now  farther  reduced 
by  omitting  the  gum  guaiacum,  as  this  ingredient 
mud  be  no  lefs  infignificani,  than  what  was  before 
rejedled,  in  a  medicine  limited  to  fo  fmall  a  dofe. 
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The « tin&ure  of  fnake-root  being  in  our  prefent 
Pharmacopoeia  directed  with  tlnftura  falis  tartari ,  the 
committee  in  their  former  draught  fet  it  down  with 
rectified  fpirit ;  but  as  the  heat  of  this  fpirit  prevents 
the  medicine  from  being  taken  in  fo  large  a  dofe,  as  it 
might  otherwife  be,  this  is  now  changed  for  proof 
fpirit,  which  the  committee  had  already  chofen  for 
molt  of  the  other  tinctures  :  proof  fpirit  extracts  more 
from  vegetables,  than  a  lefs  watry  menflruum. 

In  regard  to  the  tinttura  falis  tartari ,  it  is  true,  that 
fpirit  of  wine  digefted  upon  an  alkaline  fait  calcined 
high  will  acquire  from  thence  a  hot  pungent  tafie  5 
but  the  colour  may  juflly  be  fufpedled  to  be  owing  to 
accident.  If  neither  the  fait  nor  the  fpirit  have  any 
oily  tin<flure,  the  fpirit  will  fcarce  receive  any  degree 
of  colour,  unlefs  by  fome  fpark  of  coal,  which  may 
accidentally  fall  into  the  crucible,  while  the  fait  is 
calcining.  For  this  reafon  this  tindlure  is  ufually  pre¬ 
pared  in  a  counterfeit  manner  by  adding  fome  portion 
of  antimony  to  the  fait,  whereby  it  refembles  too  much 
the  tin&ure  of  antimony  for  both  to  deferve  a  place  here* 

The  committee  have  alfo  changed  Hehetius’ stm6iuve 
for  a  fimilar  light  tindlure  of  Heel,  whicl}  is*  prepared 
with  much  lefs  apparatus. 

They  have  like  wife  contracted  the  balfamum  trail * 
rnaticum  of  their  former  draught,  and  have  rendred  it 
in  the  effential  parts  more  conformable  to  its  original 
plan  * . 

The  committee  have  re-examined  the  pretended 
ufefulnefs  of  alkaline  falts  in  the  tindlure  of  myrrh  ; 
and  they  are  furprized,  that  authors  of  great  name 
fhould  fo  unaccountably  afiert  myrrh  to  be  indiffolvi? 
bie,  either  in  water,  or  fpirit  of  wine,  without  the  af* 
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Mance  of  much  art :  whereas  on  the  contrary  boiled 
id  water  it  diffolves  freely ,  and  while  the  water  is 
boiling  hot,  keeps  almoft  intirely  fufpended ;  but 
when  the  water  is  cold,  about  one  third  only,  orlefs, 
fubfides,  much  the  greater  part  remaining  united  with 
the  cold  water.  This  water  evaporated  leaves  a  gum 
diffolvible  again  in  water,  but  will  not  give  fo  much 
as  a  tindlure  to  fpirit :  fpirit  will  take  up  a  great  part  of 
what  precipitates  from  the  decoction,  the  reft  Teem¬ 
ing  to  be  dregs.  Nor  has  the  committee  found,  that 
macerating  the  myrrh  with  fait  of  tartar  will  enable 
fpirit  to  diffolve  more  of  the  myrrh,  than  this-  refmous 
part  now  mentioned,  and  the  fame  quantity  may  be 
extracted  by  fpirit  from  the  whole  myrrh  without  any 
fuch  preparation.  A  quantity  of  myrrh,  firfl  pow¬ 
dered,  being  divided  into  two  equal  parts,  one  re- 
ferved  by  itfelf,  and  the  other  macerated  with  fait  of 
tartar  for  more  than  half  a  year,  then  both  fet  in  the 
fame  heat  with  equal  quantities  of  fpirit ;  each  of  thefe 
tinctures,  by  evaporating  equal  portions  of  them,  were 
found  impregnated  with  the  fame  quantity  of  refine 
from  the  myrrh. 

The  camQuttee  apprehend  the  chalybeate  tinctures 
to  be  redundant,  there  being  two  with  fal-ammoniac, 
and  another  with  fpirit  of  fea  fait,  which  differ  little 
more  than  in  degree,  as  the  acid  in  both  thefe  faltsis  the 
fame.  Of  thefe  the  tinttura  florum  martinlium  is  the 
weakeft,  and  the  tindiure  with  the  fpirit  of  fait  the 
ftrongeft.  Thefe  two  are  certainly  fufficient.  There¬ 
fore  the  other  with  crude  fal-ammoniac,  which  the 
committee  in  their  former  draught,  through  com¬ 
pliance  with  theprefent  practice,  introduced  inftead  of 
that  deferibed  in  our  Pharmacopoeia  from  the  lixivium 
Marti  s  dried,  isnowreje&ed  ;  though  being  the  moft 
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csfily  prepared,  it  is  generally  given,  even  when  that 
from  the  flores  martiales  is  prefcribed  :  but  this  fubfti- 
tution  the  committee  fo  little  approve,  that  upon  re- 
confidering  (had  the  prefent  variety  appeared  requifite) 
they  fhould  have  reftored  the  tindhire  from  the  lixi¬ 
vium  martis  in  preference  to  this  with  the  fal-animoniac 
crude. 

The  tinclures  are  a  copious  head.  However,  though 
the  committee  defire  to  free  this  book,  as  much  as 
may  be,  from  fuperfluijties  no  lefs  in  the  number  than 
in  the  ftrucfiure  of  the  compofitions ;  yet  they  have 
rather  increafed  than  diminifhed  the  articles  here. 
But  they  apprehend  tire  following  head  of  fyrups  may 
very  properly  be  confra&ecL 

Syrups  were  onceconfidered,  as  medicines  of  much 
|  greater  importance,  than  they  are  thought  at  prefent. 
Thefe  and  diftilled  waters  were  for  fome  ages  made 
ufe  of,  as  the  great  alteratives  ;  infomuch  that  the  eva¬ 
cuation  of  any  peccant  humour  was  never  to  be  at¬ 
tempted,  till  by  a  due  courfe  of  thefe  it  had  firft  been 
regularly  prepared  ;  and  afterwards  the  part  afFedted 
<was  to  be  corroborated  by  another  feries  of  the  like 
: medicines.  Hence  arofe  that  great  colledlfon*  we  find 
<of  both  in  Pharmacopoeias :  and  the  like  errors  have 
l been  made  in  each.  Multitudes  of  diftilled  waters 
were  compounded  from  ingredients  unfit  to  commu¬ 
nicate  any  virtue  in  that  way  of  preparation ;  and  as 
ttwo  thirdsofafyrup  confift  of  mere  fugar,  only  fome 
ifew  materials  are  capable  of  producing  real  effects 
within  the  fmalldofe,  to  which  this  form  limits  them. 
jWe  ought  therefore  to  divide  fyrups,  as  before  the 
idifhlled  waters,  into  two  fpecies.  Some  may  properly 
5be  coniidered  as  medicines ;  but  others  are  chiefly 
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ufed  for  fweetening  draughts,  and  juleps,  or  the  like 
purpofes.  Thefe  latter  kind  efpecially  fhculd  not  be 
too  numerous,  though  fome  variety  is  requisite* 

The  committee  have  taken  a  review  of  both  thefe 
kinds  of  fyrups.  The  fyrupus  de  aceto  fimplex  being 
only  vinegar  fweetened  with  fugar  they  think  may  be 
omitted ;  and  have  changed  fyrupus  de  aceto  cum  allio 
for  a  fyrup  of  garlick  without  vinegar,  as  vinegar  may 
be  added  occaflonally  in  any  cafe,  where  it  (hall  be 
thought  expedient.  They  chufe  to  retain  fyrupus  cor - 
ticum  aurantiorum ,  and  rejed  the  fyrupus  corticum  lunch 
num ,  as  the  flavour  of  lemon-peel  is  too  volatile  for  a 
medicine  deflgned  for  long  keeping.  On  the  contrary 
they  propofe  retaining  the  fyrup  with  the  juice  of 
lemons,  and  not  that  with  orange-juice,  and  have 
likewife  contracted  the  number  of  the  fyrups  fubjoined* 
Syrupus  chalybeatus  they  judge  unneceflary,  the  princi¬ 
pal  defign  in  fyrups  being  to  preferve  medicines,  and 
the  vinum  chalybeatum  wants  not  the  afliflance  of  fugar 
for  that  purpofe.  However  this  confideration  does 
not  extend  to  the  excluding  fyrupus  croci ;  for  this  form 
is  much  more  frequently  prefcribed  than  the  wine, 
from  which  it  is  made.  Syrupus  hedera ?  terrejlris , 
and  hyftericus  or  de  artemlfia ,  are  neither  of  them 
pleafant  in  tafte,  nor  can  they  in  the  dofe  of  a  fyrup 
operate  as  remedies  ;  an  infuflon  of  their  ingre¬ 
dients,  which  may  be  taken  in  large  quantity,  is  rc- 
quifite  for  that  purpofe.  Syrupus  pzonice^  and  de  quin- 
que  radicibus  are  of  more  operofe  compofltion,  than 
any  virtues  belonging  to  them  are  equivalent  to.  Sy¬ 
rupus  papaveris  erratici ,  and  de  rofis ficcis ,  after  the  two 
other  red  fyrups,  caryophylhrum  and  cydoniorum ,  need 
not  be  both  continued.  Syrupus  e  rhabarbaro ,  fubfti- 
tuted  for  thofe  in  the  prefent  Pharmacopoeia,  being 

intended 
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intended  only  for  children,  the  committee  propofe 
to  omit ;  fmce  rhubarb  is  eafiiy  given  to  young  chil¬ 
dren  in  powder  or  infudon,  and  the  tade  of  it  can¬ 
not  be  rendred  agreeable  to  them  by  any  fweetning. 
Though  fulphur  is  an  important  medicine,  yet  the 
fyrupus  fulphuris  is  too  naufeous  a  preparation  of  it. 

By  fuch  a  regulation,  as  this,  the  committee  ap¬ 
prehend,  this  head  of  fyrups  may  be  contracted  into 
a  commodious  length,  neither  the  apothecaries  fhop 
incumbred  with  an  unneceffary  number,  nor  the 
phylician  want  a  proper  variety  to  fupply  every  oc- 
cafion. 

There  are  no  great  alterations  made  in  any  of  the 
fyrups  retained,  except  in  the  fyrupus  de  altbtsdy  which , 
is^mow  reduced  to  the  fimple  form  propofed  by  Ri- 
verius  *.  But  one  new  fyrup,  which  has  been  recom¬ 
mended  to  them,  is  added,  as  a  neceffary  alternative 
for  oxymsl  fcilliticum  in  fubjects,  where  honey  gives 
offence. 

The  committee  have  recommended  the  fined:  fu- 
gar  in  all  fyrups.  Perhaps  their  reafon  for  fo  do¬ 
ing  will  be  mod:  apparent  by  a  fhort  Iketch  of  the 
feveral  proceffes,  fugar  undergoes  between  its  pre¬ 
paration  from  the  cane,  and  its  lafPrehning.  From 
the  cane  is  exprcffed  a  very  fweet  juice,  which  like 
all  other  juices  of  that  daft,  if  left  to  it  felf,  would 
foon  fall  into  a  vinous  fermentation.  Now  in  this 
fermentation  the  finer  part  of  the  oil,  which  by  it's 
conjunction  with  the  acid  of  the  juice  produces  the 
taile  of  iweetnefs,  is  converted  into  fpirit,  while  the 
differ  parts,  both  oily  and  terredxial,  fublide  in  led 
But  all  thefe  juices,  when  kept  under  circumflance^ 
drat  prevent  their  fermenting,  upon  drying  are  dif- 

jpoted 
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pofed  of  themfelves  to  granulate  into  a  kind  of  fu- 
gar.  Of  this  we  fee  an  example  in  dried  raifins  and 
figs,  the  faccharine  fubfrance,  we  find  upon  them, 
being  their  juice  converted  into  that  form.  The 
like  is  found  upon  very  rich  fugar-  canes,  when 
wounded,  which  feems  alone  to  have  been  the 
faccbar  dr  faceharon  of  the  ancients  f .  But  in 
the  practice  of  making  fugar  the  juice,  before  it  fer¬ 
ments,  and  fuffers  any  feparation  of  parts,  is  boiled 
to  a  certain  degree  of  confiftence,  which  difpofes  it 
to  concrete  into  a  foft  grain,  and  caft  off  a  large  por¬ 
tion  of  grofs  oily  parts,  which  are  called  metafiles. 
Time  is  found  ufeful  to  promote  this  granulation 
by  being  mixt  in  fubftance  with  the  juice  in  boil¬ 
ing,  though  but  in  a  fmalj  quantity.  The  fugar  thus 
prepared,  when  brought  over  hither,  is  refined  in 
this  manner.  It  is  diffclved  in  lime-water,  then  cla¬ 
rified  with  whites  of  eggs,  after  that  boiled  to  a  due 
confidence,  and  put  into  earthem  molds,  where  it 
granulates,  and  again  feparates  a  quantity  of  melaf- 
fes,  which  gradually  drips  from  it  through  a  hole  left 
in  the  bottom  of  the  mold  for  that  purpofe.  To 
render  this  feparation  more  compleat,  the  fugar  i§ 
fpread  over  With  fine  clay  duly  moiftened  :  the  fugar 
gradually  imbibes  the  mcifiure  from  the  clay,  and 
this  moifiure  expels  fome  remains  of  thofe  oily  parts, 
which  are  not  in  quantity  fuffieient  to  pafs  off  by 
their  own  weight.  This  is  the  firfi:  refining,  fugar 
undergoes  here.  Its  fecond  purification  is  thus  per¬ 
formed.  The  fugar,  which  has  been  once  refin¬ 
ed,  is  difiolved  again  in  Ample  v/ater,  and  the  whole 
procefs  repeated  as  before,  by  which  another  por- 

Sc  ■'  r  • 
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tion  of  oily  parts,  though  lefs  coarfe  than  the  for¬ 
mer,  is  alfo  feparated.  Here  the  operation  requires 
no  ufe  of  lime.  By  this  fecond  refining  th?  fuper- 
fiuous  oily  parts  are,  as  it  were,  intirely  feparated  ; 
whence  it  is,  that  the  fined  fugar  in  difiillaticn  af¬ 
fords  an  acid  fpirit  only  without  any  vifible  oiL 
The  procefs  for  fugar-candy  differs  from  the  for¬ 
mer  only  in  not  boiling  the  liquor  fo  thick,  and 
fetting  it  in  a  hot  dove,  where  it  may  remain  liquid 
enough,  that  the  fugar  may  crydallize  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  falts  do  in  water.  Whoever  duly  con- 
fiders  thefe  operations,  mud  fee,  that  unfine  fugar 
is  little  more  to  be  preferred  to  that,  which  is  tho¬ 
roughly  purified,  than  wine  half  fermented  is,  to 
that,  which  is  compleated.  When  a  fyrup  is  made 
with  fugar  imperfectly  refined,  the  fugar  and  liquor 
being,  as  ufual,  mixt  in  equal  proportions,  while 
the  fyrup  is  boiling  to  its  confidence,  a  fcum  arifes, 
by  which  fome  of  the  grofs  parts  of  the  fugar  are 
difcharged  ;  but  thefe  are  no  more,  than  what  are 
feparated  in  the  refining  by  the  clarification  previ¬ 
ous  to  its  being  fet  in  molds  for  the  melaffes  to 
run  from  it ;  and  if  the  apothecary,,  to  render 
this  purification  by  the  fcum  as  compleat,  as  the 
fugar-baker  does,  clarifies  with  whites  of  eggs,  he 
will  deprive  the  fyrup  of  a  confiderable  (hare  of  its 
medicinal  parts.  When  the  fined  fugar  is  ufed  for 
a  fyrup,  there  is  no  part  of  it  lod  in  fcum,  and  the 
operation  is  much  fooner  performed,  it  being  only 
necefiary  in  mod  cafes  to  difiolve  in  the  liquor  with 
a  fmall  heat  as  much,  as  is  requifite  to  give  the  fy¬ 
rup  its  confidence  :  if  the  liquor  indeed  be  drong- 
ly  impregnated  from  the  ingredients  (which  is  the 
cafe  of  diacodium ,  for  indance)  then  it  is  necefiary 

to 
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i*o  add  a  lefs  portion  o t  fugar,  and  reduce  the  fyrupf 
to  its  confidence  by  a  little  boiling.

After  the  liquid  preparations  with  honey,  which 
properly  are  connected  with  the  fyruf)S,  follow  the 
powders.  Here,  in  the  pnlvis  e  chclis  cancrorum  com 
pofitus ,  as  the  amber  contributes  nothing  to  the  real 
.effects  of  the  medicine,  and  the  haftfhofn  is  the  lead 
efficacious  of  the  abforbent  powders,-  the  committee^ 
have  now  omitted  them  by  forming  the  eompofition 
Upon  the  plan  of  the  original  faid  to  be  fiurchafed 
from  its  inventor,  Gafcolgn ,  by  the  then  biihoh  of 
Worcefler  *  .*  only,  as  the  lapis  bezoar ,  being  a  codly 
material,  is  for  the  mod  part  clandedinely  left  out  of 
this  medicine  upon  fuppofition,  that  phyficians  do 
not  in  every  cafe,  where  this  powder  is  prefcribed,  de¬ 
pend  in  any  particular  manner  upon  this  exprefs  ingre¬ 
dient  ;  to  obviate  all  pretence  for  this  impofition  the 
committee  have  here,  under  the  title  oipulvis  e  chelis 
cancrorum  compofitus  omitted  the  bezoar ,  and  fubjoined 
another  powder  containing  it  by  the  name  of  puhh 
bczoardicus ;  under  which  title  the  phyfician  may  more 
exprefiy  fpecify,  when  he  infills  on  the  bezoar  in  the 
cojmpofitiorn  ’Moreover  the  lapis  or  pulvis  contrayerva. 
being  formed  upon  the  fame  bafis  with  the  other  by 
adding  to  the  ingredients  of  that  the  radix  contrayerv & 
indead  of  bezoar ,  the  committee  have  now  fuitably  re¬ 
formed  this  powder  alfo. 

In  thzfpecies  confettionis  Fracajlorii ,  now  called  fpecies 
e  fcordio ,  terra  Lemnia  being  always  with  us  an  adul¬ 
teration  is  omitted,  and  its  place  fupplied  by  augment¬ 
ing  proportionably  the  bole  Armenic  $  the  femen  ace ~ 
tofee  having  no  relation  to  the  prefent  ufe  of  the  me¬ 
dicine

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dicine  is  likewife  omitted  ;  alfo  red  rofes  indead  of 
the  ficcharum  rofatum  are  added,  and  the  whole  ad- 
jufted,  that  the  opium  in  diafcordium  may  amount  to 
the  even  proportion  of  one  grain  in  three  drams. 

But  as  diafcordium  was  defigned  by  its  author  Fra- 
ca farms  for  an  antipeftilential*,  a  purpofe  very  widely 
different  from  its  prefent  ufe,  it  is  reafonable  to  fufpedt, 
that  others  of  its  ingredients  befides  the  femen  acetofes 
may  be  unneceffary :  therefore  as  they  are  too  nu¬ 
merous,  and  by  fome  of  them  the  compofition  is 
rendered  very  difagreeable,  here  is  inferted  a  pulvh 
e  bob ,  both  with  and  without  opium ,  compiled  of 
fuch  of  the  ingredients  of  this  compofition,  as  are 
apprehended  to  be  principally  conducive  to  the  in¬ 
tention,  for  which  it  is  at  prefent  prefcribed. 

The  pubis  ad  epilepfiam  infantum ,  which  the  com* 
mittee  had  iubdituted  upon  Riverius’ s  plan  f  in  the 
room  of  that  operofe  compofition  received  into  our 
prefent  Pharmacopoeia  from  Bate  +,  they  have  upon  re¬ 
view  rejected,  as  its  ufe  may  on  all  occafions  be  readily 
fupplied  by  adding  to  their  prefent  pubis  e  chelis  can - 
ctorum  compo  finis  fuch  of  the  medicines  peculiar  to  the 
cafe,  the  title  of  this  powder  refers  to,  ^s^ach  phy- 
fician  fhail  beft  approve  ;  efpecially  as  thefe  here  cho- 
fen  are  not,  perhaps,  the  moil  excellent  of  the  kind. 

One  powder,  the  pubis  comitis  JVarwicenfis ,  the 
committee  cannot  but  recommend  to  the  confidera- 
tion  of  the  college,  though  they  have  not  thought  fit 
to  attempt  any  alteration  in  it  themfelves.  They 
believe  few  would  now  make  the  calx,  called  dia¬ 
phoretic  antimony,  an  ingredient  in  a  purge,  nor 

i  can 
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can  they  imagine,  what  abidance  fo  weak  a  purgative, 
as  crydals  of  tartar,  can  give  to  the  operation  of  fcam- 
mony  :  though  Gornacchini ,  the  publisher  of  this  me¬ 
dicine,  propofes  notable  advantage  from  fome  deofi- 
flruent  quality  in  the  tartar,  whereby  the  containing 
veiTels  fhall  be  opened,  and  the  noxious  humours  pre¬ 
pared  for  expulfion  ;  and  from  the  preparation  of  an¬ 
timony,  though  it  have  no  fenfible  operation,  he  ex¬ 
pects  fome  fhare  of  the  fame  fuccefs  without  didur- 
bance,  as  fometimes  attends  the  rougher  preparations 
of  that  mineral  f . 

But  the  pulvis  Helyetii  of  the  former  draught  the 
committee  have  here  omitted,  till  it  fhall  be  re-con- 
fidered  by  the  college.  It  was  propofed  to  follow  in 
the  balfamum  Locatelli  the  example  of  the  Pharmaco¬ 
poeia  of  Edinburgh ,  and  change  the  faunders  there  for 
fangun  dr aconis :  but  upon  examination  it  was  found, 
that  though  this  refinous  fubftance  by  being  of  itfelf 
indifTolvibie  in  the  mouth  exhibits  not  any  tade  at  all? 
yet  when  diffolyed  by  the  oil  in  that  compofition  it 
difcovers  great  heat  and  pungency  ;  by  which  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  very  unfit  ingredient  in  that  elebtary  y 
and  it  is  alfo  as  inconfiftent  with  fome  of  the  ufes  of 
this  powder! 

I  n  reviewing  the  troches,  which  here  follow  next 
after  the  powrders,  the  committee  have  only  found 
one  or  two  redundant.  The  trochifci  albi  afcribed  to 
Razi  are  more  compounded  than  the  original  in  that 
author  *  ;  and  the  committee  have  redored  them  to 
their  fird  concifenefs,  and  omit  alfo  the  opium  in 
compliance  with  the  prefent  Pharmacopceia  :  they  are 

there-

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therefore  here  called  trochifci  e  cerufsa .  The  prefen  £ 
trochifci  e  carabe ,  which  are  taken  from  Mefue ,  the 
committee  have  alfo  reduced  to  their  original  fim- 
plicity,  as  found  in  Razz,  changing  only  the  femen 
apii  in  him  for  terra  Japonic  a,  as  more  fuitable  to 
the  intention  of  the  medicine  J  :  and  this  new  in¬ 
gredient  they  have  fo  adjuded  to  the  red:,  that  the 
opium  in  the  compcfition  may  retain  the  fame  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  whole,  as  in  the  troches  at  prefent 
in  ufe  :  the  compofition  is  now  called  trochifci  e  fuc- 
cino.  In  the  trochifci  e  myrrhd ,  femen  cymini  is  an  of- 
fenfive  ingredient,  and  not  of  fimilar  intention  with 
the  red:  ;  nor  is  it  certainly  known,  whether  it  be  the 
idrug  originally  debgned  :  the  three  herbs  alfo  may 
idoubtlefs  with  great  propriety  be  reduced  to  a  lefs 
inumber, 

I  nt  the  pills,  pilules  coccies  majores  are  not  only  now 
(omitted,  but  the  ingredients  of  the  coccies  minor es  al- 
ifo  reduced  to  the  proportions,  as  they  are  fet  down 
un  Galen  *  ;  which  hitherto  had  pafred,  as  deliver¬ 
ed  in  Nicolaus ,  and  in  the  tteatife  of  Mefue  com¬ 
monly  dyied  De  appropriate  f  ;  though  that  author 
texprefsly  attributes  them  to  Galen ,  and  the  form  in 
Galen  is  a  more  eligible  medicine,  containing  but 
half  the  quantity  of  the  ccloquintida,  whereby  it 
kvill  be  lefs  ungrateful  to  the  domach.  They  are 
there  named  pilules  ex  colocynthide  cum  aloe ,  the  name 

sof  coccies  appearing  to  be  a  corruption  of  the  Greek 

. 
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xdxxoiy  or  jcdyjtwj,  which  are  only  general  names 
for  pills  f . 

The  committee  having  taking  notice  of  the  im¬ 
propriety  in  calling  after  Rufus' s  name  pills,  of  which 
in  their  prefent  form  he  was  not  the  author,  have 
fince  coniidered,  that  they  are  not  in  any  fuch  daily 
ufe,  as  well  to  juftify  the  flame  of  pilula  communes , 
which  they  left  them.  Razi  gives  the  form  of  the 
pill  with  equal  parts  of  faffron  and  myrrh,  which 
he  exprefsly  afcribes  to  Rufus  ||,  and  in  this  form  it 
continued  long  in  modern  pharmacopoeias,  particu- 
larly  in  the  firft  of  ours  ;  and  the  alteration  is  ground¬ 
ed  upon  very  abfurd  reafons  % .  The  committee 
therefore  do  not  apprehend  any  objection  can  be 
made  againft  fhewing  a  diilike  to  fuch  conceits,  by 
refloring  the  pill  to  its  firfl  form,  wherein  it  may 
properly  bear  the  name  of  its  original  author.  The 

fmall 

This  pill  is  likewife  defcribed  by  Paulus  JEgineta , 
{L.  VII.  c. 5  )  in  thefe  words,  KoAojtuv.S’/Jbs’  ivTspicovris  pe. 
a.  /&£,  a,.  d\or,s  pe.  a., 

j3.  ucVji  7 roi£i  xoxxtcc  £ge{3iv3'tt  to  iy&og  :  only  here, 
probably  *by*  an  error  of  the  copy,  the  aloes  is  in  no  grea¬ 
ter  quantity  than  the  coloquintida,  whereas  in  Galen  it  equals 
the  weight  of  the  fcammony.  Alexander  Trallianusi  (L.  X. 
c,  2.)  has  a  more  compound  form  of  pills  upon  this  bafis* 
which  are  there  called  xoxxoi  oi  Hid,  xoAo>cuv3rt/Jbs>» 
The  cocci  a?  major  es,  whofe  author  is  Razi ,  are  likewife 
formed  upon  the  fame  though  by  additions  of  no  value ; 
and  their  Arabic  name  is  no  other  than  the  fore- 

mentioned  general  term  denoting  pills  applied  to  this  par¬ 
ticular  compofition.

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fmall  alteration,  that  will  be  occafioned  in  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  aloes  to  the  reft,  is  of  no  confequence 
in  a  medicine  of  this  kind  ;  for  in  a  dofe  of  half  a 
dram  the  aloes  will  not  be  leffened  two  grains. 

Pilule  gummofes  and  foetid es  might  berendred  more 
fimilar  in  their  ingredients,  fo  as  not  to  differ  far¬ 
ther  in  compofition,  than  they  do  in  intention.  The 
latter  are  in  reality  nothing  more  than  gums  pof- 
feffed  of  the  fame  faculties,  with  thofe  in  the  for¬ 
mer,  joined  with  the  ingredients  of  the  pilules  ex 
colocynthide  cum  aloe ,  and  therefore,  if  the  mithri- 
date  were  omitted  in  the  pilules  gummofes  (which 
may  be  done  without  prejudice)  the  intention  of 
the  other  will  be  fupplied  by  a  due  proportion  of 
thefe  with  the  purgative  pill.  The  pilules  gummofes 
are  therefore  now  fo  directed  ;  and  pilules  festides  hap¬ 
pening  in  the  prefent  pharmacopoeia  (perhaps  by  a 
typographical  error  in  the  trochifd  alhandal )  to  be 
much  weaker  in  the  purgative  ingredients,  than  in  the 
former  editions  of  that  book,  and  in  the  generality  of 
authors,  they  are  here  now  emitted,  leaving  it  to  the 
phyfician  to  compound  the  pilules  gummofee  with  pur¬ 
gative  medicines  in  what  manner  up©nr  each  occa- 
fion  he  (hall  think  fit. 

Our  pharmacopoeia  has  only  one  opiate  pill,  the 
pilula  e ftyr ace ,  now  kept  in  the  fhops  ;  pilula  e  cy- 
noglojfo  having  been  long  difcontinued  in  practice. 
This  pilula  e  ftyr  ace  is  transcribed  from  Mefue  *  ;  but 
there  are  in  Galen  more  fimple  forms  of  fimilar  inten¬ 
tion  f  :  one  of  which  the  committee  have  fubftituted 
in  the  room  of  ours,  fo  proportioning  the  ingre¬ 
dients,

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dients,  that  the  opium  may  be  here  the  fame  part 
of  the  whole,  as  it  is  in  that  hitherto  in  ufe. 

This  pill,  both  in  its  former  and  prefent  form* 
being  compofed  of  fubdances,  which  render  it  of 
flow  dilTolution  in  the  domach,  is  on  that  account 
bed:  fitted  for  fome  purpofes,  but  not  for  all.  The 
committee  therefore  thought  another  pill  confiding 
of  materials  more  freely  dilfolvible  would  be  a  ufe- 
ful  addition ;  with  which  intention  they  compofed 
the  pitula  faponacea ,  which  they  have  now,  they  think, 
improved  by  the  change  made  in  the  foap,  and  by 
an  addition,  that  will  render  it  dill  more  grateful. 

They  cannot  upon  the  matured  deliberation  think 
the  pilule  Mathai  by  any  means  worthy  a  place  in 
this  book,  either  in  regard  to  the  author,  or  the 
compofition  itfelf.  The  author,  Starkey ,  was  a  boad- 
ing  quack,  pretending  to  the  podeffion  of  Van  Hel- 
tnont’s  whimdes,  the  alkahed,  horizontal  gold,  and 
other  the  like  chimeras.  Nor  was  his  behaviour  in 
relation  to  this  pill  more  fin  cere,  permitting  Ma¬ 
thews  to  fell  it  many  years,  as  a  univerfal  medi¬ 
cine  *  :  then  profelilng  to  have  indructed  fome,  who 
vended  it  after  the  death  of  Mathews ,  in  a  fecret

relating  to  the  preparation,  whereby  its  virtues  fhould 
be  tenfold  increafed  f  ;  and  afterwards  denying  the 
pill  to  be  that  univerfal  medicine,  which  Mathews , 
as  long  as  he  lived,  had  uncontrad idled  by  him  put 
it  off*  for  ;  pretending  at  laft,  that  the  fecret  con¬ 
fided  in  the  principles  of  the  operation,  but  that 
the  materials  were  to  be  varied,  as  different  cafes 

required,

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required  J.  Mathews  was  taught  to  efteem  the  foap 
of  tartar,  with  which  his  pill  was  compounded,  as 
a  univerfal  corrector  of  the  noxious  qualities  of  all 
vegetable  poifons,  and  capable  of  converting  them 
into  medicines  of  uncommony  efficacy  ||.  Mr.  George 
J I'll  [on ,  the  chemift,  feems  to  have  been  favoured 
with  a  much  more  powerful  corrector  *  ;  and  recei¬ 
ved  a  form  for  this  pill  different  from  any,  Star- 
key  had  taught  before  f  ?  At  prefent  this  medicine 
is  fo  varioufly  compounded,  that  the  phyfician,  when 
he  prefcribes  it,  can  rely  on  nothing  more  than  its 
being  compofed  of  foap  of  tartar  with  opium,  and 
fuch  other  materials,  as  each  operator  ffiall  have  beep 
pieafed  to  make  up  its  bulk  with ;  nor  were  thefe 
additional  materials  in  the  original,  conudering  the 
minute  dofe,  in  which  they  mud:  be  given,  of  any 
confederation  ;  or  if,  perhaps,  the  hellebore  in 
idle  compofition  might  promote  a  flool  the  day 
after  the  medicine  is  taken,  that  advantage  in  cafes, 
which  require  it,  may  with  greater  certainty  be  ob¬ 
tained,  by  more  obvious  means.  What  can  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  the  myflerious  foap  of  tartar  may  ea- 
fily  be  judged  of  by  examining  duly  its  compofition. 
Very  tedious  and  pompous  proceffes  have  been  gi¬ 
ven  for  the  making  it,  with  numerous  cautions, 
vyhich  in  reality  are  no  better  than  fo  many  en¬ 
deavours  to  prevent  fuccefs.  Mr.  Wilfon  very  rightly 

informs  us,  that  the  operation  is  facilitated  by  ex-

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poling  the  fait  to  contract  damp  from  the  air,  before 
the  oil  is  put  to  it  * ;  and  indeed  no  union  can  be, 
brought  about,  till  fome  watry  moifture  is  added, 
either  with  defign,  or  accidentally,  from  the  air,  while 
the  fait  and  oil  are  grinding  together,  which  is  en¬ 
joined  to  be  frequently  done.  Our  common  ope¬ 
rators  are  fo  well  apprized  of  this,  that  they  add 
without  ceremony  a  proper  quantity  of  warm  water, 
whereby  they  rub  the  other  materials  into  a  union 
very  fpeedily.  We  are  alfo  told,  that  the  fait  will 
take  up  three  times  its  own  quantity  of  oil.  So  much 
may,  perhaps,  be  expended  through  the  evaporation 
of  this  volatile  oil  during  the  long  time  preferibed 
for  the  fuccefs  of  the  procefs  :  but  fome  of  this 
ibap  being  diftilled  and  calcined,  was  reduced  to  a 
fimple  alkaline  fait  with  the  diminution  only  of  one 
third  of  its  weight,  three  fourths  of  which  diminution 
coniifted  of  taftelefs  water ;  fo  that  there  remains  but 
one  twelfth  of  the  whole  for  the  oil,  without  al¬ 
lowing  for  the  lofs,  which  neceflarily  attends  every 
diftillation.  Now  if  the  foap  of  tartar  in  this  pill 
equals  thrice  the  opium,  as  the  procefs  is  directed 
in  Bate  s  pharmacopoeia  ;  with  cne  grain  of  opium 
will  be  given  of  fait  two  grains,  and  of  oil  of  tux- 
pentine  not  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  grain. 

I  n  regard  to  the  eledtaries,  which  now  follow  the 
pills,  the  committee  having  reduced  them  all  under 
one  head,  as  they  had  likewife  treated  the  fyrups(both 
which  in  the  prefent,  and  our  two  preceding  phar¬ 
macopoeias  were  fubdivided  into  alterative  and  pur¬ 
gative)  the  only  purgative  ele&aries  retained  by  them 
were  caryocoftinum ,  diacafta  cum  manna ,  and  el'effarium 

lenitivum .

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Imtivum.  The  two  laft  of  thefe  were  contracted  in 
the  former  draught  by  retrenching  in  the  firft  a  ufe- 
lefs  decoction,  befides  fome  diminution  of  the  other 
ingredients  ;  and  in  lefferhng  much  more  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  ingredients  in  the  other,  befides  free¬ 
ing  it  from  the  abfurdity  of  boiling  a  few  dram;  of 
prunes  and  tamarinds  in  water  to  be  added  at  r- 
wards  to  a  large  quantity  of  the  pulp  of  the  fame 
fruit  in  fubftance.  But  the  committee  have  now  ex¬ 
tended  their  endeavours  to  the  correction  of  other 
elecftaries  alfo. 

Caryocoflinum  being  ill  contrived  in  regard  to  its 
dofe,  here  is  fuhflituted  in  its  ft  cad  eledi  irjum  e  [cam- 
memo,  comprehending  the  fame  quantity  of  fcammony 
in  a  dram  and  half,  as  is-  contained  in  half  an  ounce 
of  the  other  :  the  name  caryocofiinum ,  formed  by  an 
odd  com  po  fit  ion  from  caryophyllum  and  copus  *,  could 
not  be  retained.  *  f 

The  number  of  ingredients  in  cl e Barium  e.  baccis 
lauri  being  much  too  redundant  is  now  leffened. 

ConfefHo  Raleighana  is  a  yet  more  enormous  collec¬ 
tion  of  materials.  For  reducing  this  the  committee 
have  employed  great  care.  This,  we  jjrve.  being 
received  upon  no  good  authority,  the  committee 
had  recourie  to  that  t-ranferibed  by  Mr.  Boyle  from 
a  bock  in  the  polfe-ffion  of  the  author’s  fen  ;  which 
being  compared  with  a  manufeript  receipt  hill  in  the 
family  was  found  to  agree  in  every  particular  in¬ 
gredient,  excepting  only,  that  in  one  - or  two  the 
proportions  differed  ;  the  committee  therefore  con¬ 
fined  themfelves  to  thofe  originals,  wherein  the  extract 
j  is  compofed  of  no  lefs  than  five  and  twenty  parti¬ 
culars,  each  of  which  they  examined  apart,  except

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the  ros  foils  only,  the  flower  of  which  is  too  fmall 
to  be  gathered  in  diffident  quantity  for  the  ge¬ 
neral  ufe  of  the  medicine,  and  the  plant  is  pofief- 
fed  of  hurtful  qualities,  as  is  experienced  in  cattle, 
that  feed  where  it  grows  *.  This  plant  indeed  is 
adored  by  chemical  adepts.  It  is  covered  with  an 
acrid  and  clammy  juice,  that  fweats  from  it,  which 
thefe  vidonary  gentlemen  have  imagined  to  be  dew, 
that  the  fun  through  its  great  affection  for  this  plant 
refrains  from  drying  off,  even  when  all  around  it 
are  fcorched  and  burnt  up.  Jfaac  Holland  even  tells 
us,  this  plant  exceeds  all  other  vegetables  as  much, 
as  the  fun  does  the  other  celedial  lights  :  in  proof 
of  which  amongd  many  marvellous  and  ridiculous 
faculties,  he  aferibes  to  it,  he  fays,  if  any  one  with 
this  in  his  pocket  go  into  the  midd  of  his  deadly 
enemies,  he  will  not  only  efcape  any  annoyance 
from  them,  but  receive  all  marks  of  civility  and 
good  will  f .  In  this  examination  of  each  ingredient 
by  it  felf  many  of  the  extrads  came  out  fo  very 
naufecus,  that  it  was  impoffible  to  retain  them  con¬ 
fident  with  any  due  regard  to  the  tade  of  the  com- 
podtion.  fcjgut  feme  few  of  equal  efficacy  with  any 
of  the  red  being  of  a  tolerable  tade  and  flavour  were 
compounded  in  different  proportions,  and  when  after 
many  trials  a  compodtion  was  approved,  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  each  material,  that  would  yield  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  extrad,  which  entered  that  compodtion, 
was  calculated,  and  from  thence  the  proportions  col¬ 
lected,  in  which  the  procefs  for  the  extrad  is  now 
fet  down,  proper  allowance  being  made  to  bring  them

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to  fimple  terms ;  after  this  the  compound  extract 
has  been  made,  and  found  to  anfwer  expectation : 
but  it  mud  be  noted,  that  the  committee  infert  the 
fpices  in  fubftance,  their  chief  efficacy  confiding  in 
volatile  parts,  of  which  no  extract  from  them  will 
retain  any  fhare.  In  regard  to  the  powders  of  the 
original  the  committee  apprehend,  their  place  will  be 
perfectly  fupplied  by  a  proper  quantity  of  pulvis  e 
chelis  cancrorum  compofitus ,  It  ffiould  be  obferved,  that 
this  medicine  was  contrived  near  the  time,  when  fpi- 
rituous  extracts  were  firft  brought  in  faffiion  by  the 
chemifts,  and  were  ufually  compounded  with  little 
judgment,  being  praifed  without  didinedion  for  fe- 
parating  the  impure  parts  of  medicines,  and  redu¬ 
cing  their  virtues  within  a  fmall  bulk.  But  all  fub- 
jects  are  not  equally  fit  for  this  operation,  the  vir¬ 
tues  of  fome  confid  in  fuch  volatile  parts,  as  dy 
off,  and  leave  their  extracts  a  ufelefs  mafs ;  others 
retain  a  great  (hare  of  their  flavour  ;  in  others  again 
their  medical  qualities  redde  in  the  denfer  parts,  and 
thofe  do  not  only  retain  their  virtues  in  the  extracts, 
but  as  many  of  them,  as  are  accompanied  with  any 
thing  difagreeable  in  their  flavour,  are  improved  by 
this  preparation.  To  go  no  farther  thafffhe  prefent 
compofition  for  examples,  befides  the  fpices  above 
mentioned,  angelica  in  its  fubdance  is  poiTeffed  of  a 
very  agreeable  flavour,  whereas  the  extradf  not  only  re¬ 
tains  nothing  of  this,  but  is  of  a  tade  exceeding 
naufecus.  Cardamom  feeds  retain  fo  great  a  degree 
of  their  grateful  flavour  as  to  be  a  very  neceffary 
ingredient  in  the  compound.  On  the  contrary  ze- 
doary,  whole  flavour  is  very  exceptionable,  yields 
an  extradl,  which  retains  a  good  fhare  of  flavour, 

k  2  but 
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but  much  meliorated.  Saffron  likewife  lofes  nothing 

agreeable  in  its  extract. 

But  to  proceed  to  the  other  eledlaries,  the  true 
confedlio  Ar  chi  gem ,  being  the  Paulina  of  Ariftarchus  in 
Galen*,  is  fo  llmilar  to  that,  we  have  tranfcribed 
from  the  unknown  Mefue  f ,  that  no  reafcn  can  be 
given,  why  the  medicine  Ihould  not  be  brought  back 
to  its  firfi  form,  and  author. 

Philonmm  was  in  our  Iafl  draught  rehored  in  like 
manner  to  its  original  fimpl  city  ;  but  the  opium  ad¬ 
jured,  that  it  might  not  bear  a  greater  proportion 
to  the  whole,  than  it  does  in  our  prelent  Pharma¬ 
copoeia,  and  the  euphorbium  was  changed  for  gin¬ 
ger  :  but  the  quantity  of  this  ingredient  is  fo  very 
final],  that  this  and  the  two  others,  nardu s  Indica , 
and  pyreihrum ,  may  more  elegantly  be  reduced  to 
one,  and  ginger  will  be  no  improper  fubftitute  for 
all  three.  The  committee  farther  conlider,  that  of 
all  the  narcotics  in  ufe  among  the  ancients,  what 
is  obtained  from  the  poppy  only  is  at  prefent  iri 
efleem.  They  therefore  think,  the  Jernen  hyofcyami 
(of  which  it  is  not  certain  that  we  now  ufe  the  an¬ 
cient  kind^jpay  advantageoufly  be  changed  for  fome 
other  ingredient,  that  may  without  impropriety  be 
admitted  in  the  fame  quantity.  Semen  carui  is 
very  agreeable  to  the  intention  of  the  medicine* 
and  will  alfo  render  it  more  acceptable  to  the  pa¬ 
late.  Our  Pharmacopoeia  had  copied  the  rnoft  com¬ 
pounded  form  in  Nicolaus ,  with  the  imaginary  im¬ 
provement  of  myrrh  and  caftor  in  the  room  of  coJIus9 
after  the  example  of  the  difpenfatory  of  Augsburg .

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If  we  examine  the  particulars  of  this  medicine  thua 
induftrioufly  crouded,  we  fhall  find  in  a  dofe  con- 
taming  cne  grain  of  opium,  that  the  forementioned 
myrrh  and  caflor  amount  to  no  mere  than  the  tri¬ 
fling  proportion  of  two  fifths  of  a  grain  each,  others 
of  the  ingredients  do  not  rife  to  fo  much,  nay  feme 
only  to  a  quarter  of  this  quantity. 

The  committee  in  their  Iafl  draught  made  no  far¬ 
ther  alterations  in  the  ingredients  of  the  mithridate 
and  tberiaca ,  than  rejecting  fuch,  as  were  not  in  the 
original,  except  fubftituting  cinnamon  for  cafia  lig - 
nea,  which,  it  is  evident  from  Galen ,  was  only  ufed 
through  the  fcarcity  of  the  ether  *,  and  by  omit¬ 
ting  the  afarum  in  the  mithridate,  which  is  inferted 
on  a  conjectural  emendation  only  of  a  corrupted 
paflage  in  the  original  defenption  ;  in  the  tkeriaca 
they  alfo  changed  the  name  of  the  vitriol,  which 
modern  difpenfatcries  have  generally  fubfiituted  un¬ 
der  the  title  of  the  Roman  for  the  ancient  chalet- 
t'is  now  not  certainly  known,  in  order  to  obviate  a 
miftake,  which  the  firfl  compilers  of  our  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  have  handed  down  to  us.  Our  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  in  the  catalogue  of  Pimples  hasjjom  the  be¬ 
ginning  deferibed  this  to  be  a  blue  vitriol ;  whereas 
the  Mian  writers  are  unanimous,  that  the  Roman 
vitriol  is  green  J  ;  and  were  it  not,  it  would  not  an- 
fwer  the  purpofes  of  the  chalcitis ,  which  was  cer¬ 
tainly  a  chalybeate.  Hcwrever  though  the  commit¬ 
tee  did  not  take  upon  them  to  make  any  material 
alterations  in  thefe  ancient  medicines,  whofe  effects 
are  fo  well  known  in  their  prefent  forms  j  yet  they 

chofe

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chofe  to  follow  Zwelfer’s  propofai  +  of  uniting  the 
ingredients  of  the  trochifci  cypheos  to  the  mithridate 
it  felf,  as  thofe  troches  are  never  ufed  any  other- 
wife  ;  and  alfo  to  do  the  fame  by  the  troches,  which 
enter  the  compofition  of  the  theriaca .  The  ingre¬ 
dients  in  the  theriaca  unite  into  pretty  even  num¬ 
bers  ;  in  the  mithridate  it  was  neceflfary  to  neglect 
in  one  or  two  inftances a  few  grains.  But  this  col¬ 
lecting  the  Ample  ingredients  together  difcovered  tire 
infignificant  quantities  of  fome  of  them ;  for  inftance 
in  the  mithridate,  where  the  whole  fpecies  amount 
to  no  lefs  than  three  hundred  drams,  three  ingre¬ 
dients  enter  in  the  quantity  of  half  a  fcrupie  only, 
and  as  inconfiderable  a  material,  as  the  pulp  of 
raifms,  comes  in  under  the  trifling  quantity  of  a  dram 
and  half.  Thefe  no  doubt  ought  to  be  negleCted. 
Befldes  the  odd  half  drams  in  the  turpentine  and 
juncus  odoratus  may  be  avoided  by  joining  one  to 
the  fuperior,  and  the  other  to  the  fubfequent  ar¬ 
ticles  ;  then  if  the  half  dram  in  the  calamus  aroma - 
ticus  be  omitted,  which  joins  it  to  the  articles,  that 
immediately  follow,  the  whole  quantity  of  the  fpe^ 
cies  will  amount  exactly  to  three  hundred  drams, 
and  one  grain  of  opium  will  be  contained  in  juft 
half  an  ounce  of  the  eleclary.  In  like  manner  in 
the  theriaca  by  reducing  the  cinnamon,  opobalfa- 
mum ,  cofius ,  juncus  odoratus ,  and  valerian  to  even 
numbers,  doubling  alfo  the  calamus  aro  mailt  us,  as  an 
equivalent  in  quantity  for  it  felf  and  the  unknown 
xylobalfamum ,  and  rejecting  the  following  minute 
articles,  the  fpecies  will  amount  to  four  hundred 
and  fifty  drams,  and  one  grain  of  opium  will  be 
contained  in  feventy-five  grains  or  one  dram  and  a 
quarter  of  the  ele&ary.

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The  therlaca  Londinenfis ,  being  now  fcarce  uied 
otherwife  than  externally,  ought  to  be  placed  in  the 
article  of  epithemata.  But  this  being  an  enormous 
compofition,  a  more  fimple  cataplafm  of  fimilar  in¬ 
tention  is  there  propofed  in  its  ftead  under  the  name 
of  cataplafma  e  cymino ,  formed  from  thofe  materials  in 
the  other,  which  have  been  moft  ufed  in  fuch  external 
applications  :  the  opium  is  omitted,  as  not  correfpond- 
ing  in  intention  with  the  reft. 

The  article  of  epithemata  has  been  enlarged  by  fome 
other  additions  alfo.  But  all  the  articles  relating  to 
external  applications,  have  received  fome  variations, 
which  require  a  little  explanation. 

Among  the  aqua  me  die  ament  of  a  the  committee  find 
the  aqua  aluminofa  Falloppii  fo  little  ufed  at  prefent,  that 
they  think  it  not  neceftary  to  be  continued  in  the  Phar¬ 
macopoeia  :  they  alfo  judge  the  aqua  ophthalmica  vitrio¬ 
lic  a ,  and  the  aqua  Jlyptica  camphor  at  a  too  fimilar  for 
both  to  be  retained  ;  and  they  efteem  the  bole  Ar- 
menic  aufelefs  ingredient  in  the  latter.  Nor  can  they 
allow  the  lotion  fantaftically  called  lac  virginale  fr>  de- 
ferve  a  place  in  this  book.  The  title  wPthe  flyptic 
inferted  in  the  former  draught  under  the  name  of  Sv- 
denham  is  now  changed,  he  not  having  been  the  fir  ft 
publisher  of  it  *,  the  preparation  alfo  itfelf  being  fome- 
what  varied  by  freeing  it  from  unneceflary  incum¬ 
brances,  wThich  he  had  left  in  it. 

Among  the  plafiers  the  committee  have  particularly 
taken  into  consideration  emplafirum  e  meliloto.  In  their 
former  draught  they  reduced  the  rofin  in  this  plafier  to 
the  weight  of  the  wax  ;  the  proportion  in  our  prefent 
;  Phar-

tion  in  blifters  drefled  with  this  plafter,  which  is  fo  gene¬ 
rally  complained  of.  But  the  committee  now  recom¬ 
mend  alfo  a  farther  improvement  by  omitting  the 
herb,  as  of  no  fignificancy  towards  the  ufe  of  the 
plafter,  and  of  a  very  difagreeable  fcent,  a  circum- 
ftance  of  primary  confequence  to  be  avoided  in  dif- 
eafes,  where  freedom  from  difturbance,  and  every 
means,  that  can  contribute  to  quiet  reft,  ought  by 
all  poffible  endeavours  to  be  procured  :  not  to  men¬ 
tion  the  mifchievous  adulterations  fometimes  pradiifed 
in  this  plafter  with  irritating  materials  for  procuring 
the  green  colour,  which  is  made  its  marketable  cha- 
ra&eriftic,  more  compendioufly  than  by  the  deception 
of  the  herb.  As  this  alteration  makes  it  neceffary  to 
give  the  plafter  a  new  name,  it  is  now  intitled  attra- 
hens ,  that  appellation  implying  its  true  office.  It 
might  with  equal  propriety  have  been  named  epifpafii- 
cum,  had  not  that  term  been  by  long  ufe  with  us, 
though  faultily,  reftrained  to  another  form,  which 
fhculd  rather  have  had  the  name  of  Uoogiov,  by  which 
both  Diofcorides  and  Aetlus  exprefsthe  operation  of  can- 
tharides*  :  therefore  as  emplajirum  ec donum  might  be 
thought  a  title  too  affected,  it  is  ftyled  now  veficatori- 
um  by  a  term  ufed  in  medicine, which  is  free  from  am¬ 
biguity.  This  change  in  the  title  of  the  bliftering 
plafter  is  the  more  requifite,  as  the  applications,  which 
the  antients  called  epifpaftic,  are  nearer  allied  to  thofe, 
which  rubify  and  inflame  the  (kin,  than  to  fuch  as  only 
excoriate ;  thefe  two  operations  being  very  different. 

The  committee  alfo  think  it  of  importance  to  re¬ 
form  the  emplajirum  cepbalicum ,  and  have  removed 
out  of  it  the  common  pitch,  whofe  empyreumatie 

fmell

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ftnell  is  fcarce  to  be  furmounted  and  covered  by  any 
convenient  means  whatever.  This  plader  is  alfo  con¬ 
tracted  in  the  number  of  its  ingredients ;  as  are  fome 
of  the  others  alfo.  To  emplafirum  e  cymino  additions 
have  been  made,  partly  to  render  it  of  a  lefs  difa- 
greeable  fmell,  and  partly  to  bring  it  more  perfect¬ 
ly  to  the  confidence  commonly  defired  in  a  plafter, 
that  it  may  be  kept  in  the  form  of  a  roll,  without 
felling  fiat  by  the  warmth  of  the  air. 

It  has  been  judged  mod  expedient  to  omit  the 
balfam  of  Tolu  in  the  e?nplajlrum  volatile ,  left:  an  ap¬ 
plication  fo  acrid  might  adhere  too  firmly  to  be 
removed  fo  foon,  as  might  fometimes  be  requifite ; 
and  as  it  has  not  the  confidence  of  a  pladcr,  it  is 
removed  to  the  article  of  epithemata . 

In  regard  to  a  domach  plader,  the  committee  ap¬ 
prehend,  that  no  fuch  application  can  be  effectual  with¬ 
out  fome  mixture  of  volatile  fubdances ;  therefore 
this  preparation  ought  net  to  be  made  in  quantities 
for  long  keeping ;  and  to  produce  any  confiderable 
effecds  mud  be  frequently  renewed  :  therefore  a  com_ 
pofiticn  is  now  inferted  for  this  ufe,  eafily  made 
upon  cccafion,  and  but  moderately  adhefive,  that 
it  may  not  offend  the  fkin,  and  may  without  diffi¬ 
culty  be  taken  off  as  often,  as  fhall  be  judged  ne- 
ceffiary. 

T  h  e  daffies  of  unguents  and  liniments  have  alfo 
received  fome  fmall  emendations,  but  net  needful 
to  be  particularly  fpecitied. 

IN  DEED  what  alterations  may  be  found  in  thefe 
or  any  of  the  preceding  articles,  befides  thofe,  which 

1  have 
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have  been  particularly  mentioned,  the  committee  ap¬ 
prehend,  may  fo  eafily  be  judged  of,  from  what 
has  been  explained,  that  they  think  it  unheceflary  to 
enlarge  any  farther  on  this  correction  of  their  former 
Draught.  And  in  what  has  here  been  written  they 
have  had  two  defigns. 

Obferving  the  great  regard  hill  preferved  by  the  ge¬ 
nerality  of  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  Europe  for  the  an¬ 
cient  forms; and  that, what  little cenfure  has  paffed  up¬ 
on  any  of  them,  has  been  fo  much  neglected,  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  modern  additions  purfue  the  fame 
plan,  either  by  oftentatious  redundances  in  their  com_ 
pofition,  or  feme  myfterious,  though  ufelefs  intrica¬ 
cies  in  their  preparation  :  they  thought  it  not  ufelefs 
to  make  fuch  an  enquiry  into  the  original  and  progrefs 
of  our  pharmacy  through  its  feveral  Pages  to  the 
prefen t  time  (a  fubjebt  but  little  known)  as  might 
fet  forth  the  principles,  upon  which  thefe  forms  were 
modelled,  and  the  genuine  characters  of  thefe,  to 
whole  conduct  the  world  has  thus  long  paid  fuch 
fubmiffive  obedience. 


They  alfo  thought  it  neceffary  to  enter  into  a 
detail  of  £he  particulars,  they  have  propefed  to  re¬ 
form,  that  their  brethren  of  the  college  may  with 
the  greater  eafe  examine  each,  and  judge  after  mature 


confideration,  what  to  approve,  and  what  to  amend*; 
that  no  imperfection  may  efcape  through  neglect  or 
overfight,  but  that  the  Pharmacopoeia,  when  it  {hall
